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Mrs. B. F. Carroll Fearlessly Takes Up a Subject 
Which Parents and Educators Long Have Not 
Dared to Broach in Training Boys and Girls.

Des Moines, Io., Feb. 12. 
N the homely roles of mother and teacher, 
Mrs. B. F. Carroll, wife of the Governor of 
lowa, has created an impression, if not a sen- 
sati@n, besides which the strenuous efforts of the 
average executive's wife to outshine her pre- 
decessors, pale to insignificance. 

Mrs. Carroll has launched a “purity project” 
which has become all at once a State-wide move- 
ment, caused consternation » vand threatens up- 
heaval in some quarters. : 

It has for its ends the elimination of sex-ig- 
norance as it now is countenanced. in the public 
schools, the impression of the responsibility of 
parenthood upon boys andgirls, and the estab- 
lishment of)laws, civil and social, which will en- 
force a single standard of morality for boys and 
girls. 

It is hardly indifference to society which could 
be the cause of a sensation about the wife of a 

or of Iowa. _We are accustomed to hear 
interest in civic affairs of the women 
of this capital dominates their secial activity. 
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| Des Moines Women Think More | 


of Civic Reform Than Society | 
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HE Des Moines plan, which makes the city 
government here unique, gives to women 
many outlets for patriotic activity not 

usually afforded in other cities without equal suf- 
frage, except through the mediums of clubs or 
‘indirect influence. !t is no wonder that pink 
teas and other social functions are neglected in 
favor of these broader opportunities, nor that 
the Governor's wife should be active in- legis- 
lative matters. 

It is to be expected also that any radical de- 
parture in the household of the executive of a 
\state where standpattism, insurgency (which, 
bw the way, they call it progressiveness here),.and 
all the other jagged points upon which the G. 
O. P. is clashing, would be seized upon as a 
bone of contention—the different factions lining 
up on one side or the other. 

But it is.undoubtedly because of the extreme 
| diffidence with which the subject of sex-ignor- 
ance among growing boys and girls, is always ap- 
proached, that the initiative of a woman of Mrs. 
Carroll's position should attract wide attention 
and consternation. . 
Superintendent Riddell of the Des Moines pub- 
‘Vic schools has said of the project: “From a 
- pedagogical standpoint, instruction in such sub- 
_ jects is contrary to all rules.” 

There have been those in the ranks of the 
mothers’ clubs who have declared that for the 
State to step in and instruct their daughters 
would be to deprive the mothors of about the 
- only function left to her alone. And there have 
been other dissenters. 
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to obtain legislation which will best bring about 
a single standard of morality. 

It is indeed a situation keyed up to a high 
tension, likely to break like a violin string un- 
less handled with the proper delicacy. And yet 
Mrs. Carroll tells me the whole affair is the out- 
come merely of her performance of the require- 
ments of her position as she sees them, and as 
she feels she is best fitted to perform them, first 
as mother, then as teacher and afterwards as 
society or club woman. er 

‘Mrs.,Carroll was a teacher in the public schools 
through all the grades before her marriage. She 
is the ‘mother of two sons, one just attaining 
his majority, the other 11 years younger. 

“I do not undervalue social affairs,” said Mrs. 
Carroll... “But I welcomed the prestige .s a 
governor's wife only as it gave me greater op- 
portunity for the exercise of my beliefs, founded 
upon my experience as a teacher and a mother. 
And I feel) lam justified in permitting_social 
affairs to wait upon these endeavors in beha!f 
of the children in whom lies the future of Iowa. ’ 
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Y first encounter with Mrs. Carroll sound- 
ed the keynote of he; character as I 
found it revealed. 

I had just stepped upon the front porch of 
the modest white, wooden house on the outsxirts 
of Des Moines occupied by the _xecutive house- 
hold. I had just rung the bell when from a side 
door appeared the firs’ lady of Iowa. She was 
attired for a walk in black ve vet, a small hat 
wound about with a pale green scarf. 

Her expression was of one transported in 
thought to some abstract plane. She was on 
her way to school at that early hour to hear 
her small son recite.his geography lesson\ 

“He told me he is to recite on Iowa today,”’ 
she said rapturously, and that I must not detain 
her... 

“T am going chiefly to get far away from 
these distressing newspapers, which jump to 
conclusions in such a matter-of-fact way. They 
will not see that I am interested in purity. and 
the dignity. of parenthood in the optrituas. sense 
and not in its physiological phase. 

I offered-to convey her to her destination: in 
the autocab in which I had been wending my 
unaccustomed way about Des Moines. She ac- 
cepted and on the way seemed quite to lose 
sight of the annoyance of the press in her rapt, 
awed whispered ecstatic absorption in her sub- 
ject. 

“Suppose you pretend that you are one of my 
beloved pupils, dear girl, and I will give you a 
lesson in purity,” she began, as we jogged along.

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THE SHORT-SIGHTED BEEF TRUST. 
Recent dispatches brought the information that 
a member of the packing house of Nelson Morris 
& Co. bad purchased a ranch of 1,250,000 acres 
across the Rio Grande in Mexico. The purpose 
of the purchase is to secure grazing land for 
cattle. 

It is the first record of any deal on the part 
of a large packing house ‘to insure itself-a sup- 
ply of raw material. Men conspicuous in the 
councils of the Beef Trust have been explaining 
and advising ever since the high cost of living 
became a subject of popular complaint. They 
have explained that the cattle and hog supply is 
short. The farmers, they say, are not doing their 
duty. Western grazing fields have. disappeared 
before the influx of inrmigrants and the great cat- 
tle ranches are beirg cut-up ihto small farms. 
They have advised against household extrava- 
gance and counséled the substitution of chuck 
roasts for rib and shoulder. steaks for sirloin. 
Momentous as these suggestions are in the 


minds of the packers, they seem to fall short) 


when weighed in the scale of economic foresight. 
The packers. have never shown a disposition to 
apply any- remedy for admittedly serious condi- 
tions except to advance prices. Highér prices is 
their one helpless-plea for a situation they de- 
clare they do not control. 

It is trust. control, however, th<t is responsible 
for the situation. The packers have not fostered 
cattle raising. They have penalized it at every 
point. They have ground down the producers. 
They have kept purchase prices down and selling 
prices up. They have combined against producer 
as well as consumer. They have’made enemies 
at both end? <... "be wane noes ‘ 

Their casé would be. better if they had shown 
any of the insight which is pleaded as justifica- 
tion for industrial combination. The Stee: Trust 
has devoted hundreds of millions to secure and 
encourage the development of iron ore lands. 
The Beet Sugar Trust has taug* the farmer to 
grow beets and made ‘the crop of value to him. 
The railroads encourage agricultural enterprise in 
every way and often at great expense. Standard 
Oil, with all its offenses, has never meglected to 
hasten construction of storage tanks and pipe 
lines in new fields. hy 

Of the great question of conservation, which is 
acquiring new significance every day, the Beef 
Trust has heard nothing. It has been as ruthless 
as the lumber barons. Its piratical policy has 
discouraged production. A first duty of the 
manufactur.” is to insure himself an abundant 
supply of raw material.

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THE SENATE MENU. 

Senator McCumber of North Dakota read to 
his fellow statesmen the other day the menu 
and; price list of the Senate restaurant and pro- 
ceeded to expound it in terms of a North Dakota 
farm. It was the appeal ‘“‘ad hominem” and 
the argument “ad captandum” at the same time. 
Also it was “fortiter in re et suaviter in modo.” 
In short, it was an oratorical blow in the bread- 
basket, accompanied by an almost simultaneous 
jab on the potato trap. 

Let a candid and impartial public consider 
these facts. In the Senate restaurant, steaks 
range in price from $1.15 for plain to $4 for 
porterhouse, At that rate, a Dakota steer should 
bring $2500. Bread in the restaurant commands 
10 cents for two slices, or 50 cents a loaf. That 
should mean $37.50 a bushel for wheat on a Da- 
kota field. Potatoes are served at 30 cents a 
portion. On a similar basis the price to the 
potato grower ought to be about $50 a bushel. 
It happens, however, that in Dakota the steer is 
sold for about $60, wheat for $i a bushel and 
potatoes for 70 cents. 

Drawing conclusions from these facts, the Da- 
kota statesman aeclares somebody is making 
more money out of farm products than does 
the farmer whose labor produces them. He de- 
clares such tnings to be wrong, and he raises his 
voice to denounce them. Thus do we see by 
what processes the Senate is being led to look at 
the consequences of’ plutocracy, and forced to 
sympathize with the once-derided consumer. 
When the burden of taxation fell wholly on the 
farmer the Senate laughed. Now that some 
fractions of the weight of the trust-sustaining 
tariff shows itself in the menu of their own 
restaurant, the Senate becomes indignant. = It 
has resolved to investigate.

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BORN EQUAL. 

Dr. Maynard Ladd of Harvard is reported to 
have stated that there is no foundation in fact 
for the belief that some babies are born weak 
and puny. He is quoted as saying: “The great 
mortality in the first;year of life does not de- 
pend On congenital diseases, but upon maladies 
developed after birth. * * * The surviving 
and the fittest babies, physically speaking are 
those who receive the best care after birth.”

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GOVERNING WASHINGTON. 

Once more the District of Columbia is dissatis- 
fied with its form of government and wishes a 
change. To meet the new-felt want, Representa- 
tive Coudrey of this city has presented a bill aub- 
stituting for the present government by three 
commissioners, a governor and an assembly of 15 
members,. The assembly, however. is not to be 
an elective representative body. Ks members, 
like the governor, are to be appointed by the 
President. The people are to have no voice in 
the matter. 

Once upon a time, in the olden golden days, 
Washington -undertook iocal 
but it was not happy. After 2 satiating experi- 
ence, the. prominent citizens of the day asked to 
be relieved of the strain. Since that time the 
city has been used as a sort of @ political ex- 
periment station. Almost every conceivable sort 
of municipal adminstration has been tried there. 
Notie lived long. None made much of a record 
save that of Boss Shepherd. 

About the only thing the people of the city 
and the members of Congress appear to have 
learned from these experiments is that govern- 
ment by elected representatives is mot good with- 
in the limits of the District of Columbia. That 
is a. queer showing for the national capital of 
the greatest of republics and of the most demo- 
cratic of people. It sometimes jars distinguished 
visitors from abroad, but it is mot deemed by 
the taxpayers of the district. to be inappropriate 
tc the realities of American politics however it 
may differ from the ideal.

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PAPER MAKING MATERIAL. 

At the recent meeting of the “Associated Ohio 
Dailies.” an address was made which presented 
in a striking way, some of the many wastes of 
our American way of living. It was a question of 
the cost/ of print paper. The speaker Mr. John 
Norris of the American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association, stated that users of paper in the 
United States, including book and writing as well 
as print paper, pay a penalty of something like 
$50,000,000 a year because of the careless waste 
of paper-making material. 

In the report of his address, he is quoted as 
saying the American people throw away every 
year material enough to make eight times the 
whole amount of paper now used. He estimated 
the value of the waste at upwards of $450,000,000 
annually. The waste includes 1,000,000 tons of 
textile fabrics that would make the best quality 
of paper, 600,000 tons of flax fibre suitable for a 
fine quality of paper, 3,000,000 tons of old paper, 
12,000,000 of lumber suitable for paper material 
and 70,000,000 tons of cereal straw, fit for medium 
quality of paper. 

Mr. Norris says the whole of this waste is due 
“to the ignorance and laxity of our paper mak- 
ers.”” The statement is probably too sweeping. 
Much of the waste is due to the lack of any 
economic means of conveying the waste material 
to a profitable market. Few housekeepers. can 
find purchasers for old rags and old paper. The 
paper mills cannot reach all the far-scattered 
households. The estimates of waste therefore 
are more significant of the possibilities of future 
than of present economies. 
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Gov. Harmon’s personally conducted investiga- 
tion into the cause of high prices may tern out 
to be a still hunt through the woods to get plat- 
form timber in case he needs it. 
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AN ASTUTE AUDITOR. 
A recent debate in the House of Representa- 
tives has brought to light some of the subtle re- 
finements which mark the intellectual greatness 


of an Auditor of the Treasury. Bills.submitted 
by the Immigration Commission as the expenses 
of their tour of inspection in Europe included 
among other traveling accounts, fees, tips, car- 
riage charges, wines, cognacs, whiskys, mineral 
waters, lemonades, citrons, shaves, shines, hair- 
cut, shampoos, rubs, clothes cleaning and cigars. 
The Auditor, it appears, approved all these ex- 
penses except those for cigars, shaves, shines and 
shampoos. 

To the uninitiated in the mystery of junketing 
as practiced by public functionaries, the distinc- 
tion drawn by the Auditor in this case will be a 
thing for wonder. Why approve a bar bill and 
disapprove that of a barber shop? When an 
American statesman travels abroad, are not a 
clean shave and a shine as necessary as a whisky 
and soda? Why should the treasury of a wealthy 
and paternal government pay for drinks with 





alacrity, but refuse to settle for cigars? 


The tour was made by six members of the 
commission, accompanied by seven employes. It 
was charged in the House that they drew $90,000 
for the trip, but accounted for only $20,675. It 
seems the Auditor who would not stand for hair- 
cuts, stood for that. Doubtless his actions are 
governed by inspirations of genius rather than 
by ‘rules, reasons or precedents. We cannot ex- 
plain his ways, nor pronounce judgment upon his 
discrimination. Let it suffice that he is the only 
known Republican office-holder: who stands for 
retrenchment and reform.

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BEAUTY AS A PRINCIPLE. 
From the Century. 

The time has come when, if much of what has been 
gained by the reservation of our great natura] monu- 
ments is not to be lost, the public must make known 
its wishes to Congress. The scheme for the disméem- 
berment of the Yosemite National Park; which a year 
ago was temporarily checked, is to be pushed during 
the present session. In this contest the recent Visit 
of President Taft to the Yosemité and that of the 
Secretary of the Interior to the Hetch-Hetchy will 
strengthen the defenders of .the latter valley, for no 
one can view the phenomenal beauty of these Sierra 
gorges without feeling a. solemn responsibility for its 
preservation. Eyen the San’ Francisco promojers ot 
the destructive scheme threw up their hands in ad- 
miration as they caught sight of the Hetch-Hetchy, 
and confessed that ‘‘something was to be said for the 
esthetes, after all.’’ And yet they profess to believe 
that water is “running to waste’ if it be simply 
looked at! And this is said of streams which, after 
they have been looked at; may be utilized for the irri- 
gation of the great San Joaquin lowlands. 

Movements to safeguard Niagara and the Hifdson 
are also impending, and in this connection we re- 
spectfully commend to senators and representatives 
as well as to the members of the New York Legisia- 
ture, these judicious words of Gov. Hughes, spoken 
at the dedication of the Palisades Interstate park: 

“Of what avail would be the material benefits of 
gainful occupation,- what would be the promise of 
prosperous communities, with wealth of products and 
freedom of exchange, were it not for the opportuni- 
ties to cultivate the love of the beautiful? The pres- 
ervation of the scenery of the Hudson is the highest 
duty with respect to this river imposed upon those 
who are the trustees of its manifold benefits. It is 
fortunate that means have already beén taken to pro- 
tect this escarpment, which is one of its finest fea- 
tures. The two states have joined in measures for 
this purpose. I hope this is only the beginning of ef- 
forts which may jointly be made by these two com- 
monwealths to safeguard the highlands and waters 
in which they are both deeply interested. The entire 
watershed which lies to the north should be con- 
served, and a policy should be instituted for such 
joint control as would secure adequate protection.” 

But it is not merely the collosa) beauty of the Sierra, 
Niagara and the Hudson that should be preserved 
and enhanced, but the beauty of city, town and ham- 
let. What is needed is the inculcation, by every 
agency, of beauty as a principle, that life may be 
made happier and more elevating for all the genera- 
tions who shall follow us, and who will love their 
country more devotedly the more lovable it is made.

One of these is 
a poem read on the floor of the House the other 
day by Mr. Sisson of Mississippi. It begins: 


John Sherman, the boasted financial expert,

Compels me to cut off the tail of my shirt 
To get cloth to make me a collar. 


This is very good verse, and if the: entire poem, 
which Mr. Sisson credits to an old farmer friend of 
his in Mississippi, were as good, only praise were in 
order. Here is the second verse: 


McKinley, not mending the matter at all, 
By raising the price of apparel 

Compels me to stand with my back to the wall 
And poke my head in a barrel. 


Objection naturally arises here. The last line lacks 
a syllable. The Record itself could have saved tie 
stanza by making the ‘‘in’’ of this line “‘into,’’, and it 
can never hope for any great literary following un- 
til it does this sort of thing, just: like a regular mag- 
azine. 


The idle still feast on the fat of the land, 
Though Taft on his promise is winner,

Here we miss the rythmic flow of good verse. The 
last line does not drop in—it ig wedged in.

This is awful. “Said miner,’’ indeed! What are the 
editors thinking of to pass anything so unpoetic as 
that?

Said laborer stands as he formerly stood, 
With @ patch on the seat of his breeches. 


In this verse the first and third lines are saved by 
the second and fourth, a conventional offense in poet- 
ry, to be sure, but utterly without justification. No line 
of a poem should be suffered to stand except for it- 
self alone. 


I've hung onto that promised prosperity line, 
Awaiting @ feast and a frolic. 

Till my stomach is drawn so close to my spine 
I have no room for the colic. 


Not to speak of the first and third lines, observe 
the abridgement in the last. This is what is known 
as a slide, @ resort of poets when they see they are 
not going to make it standing up. Compare “I have 
no room for the colic” and the last line of the verse, 
above, “With @ patch on the seat of his breeches.” 
It is shorter by two syllables. But listen to this con- 
clusion:

‘SUCH AS TO HURT TAFT

BERLIN, Feb. 12.—The Foreign Office has en- 
@eavored for some weeks to learn just when former 
President Roosevelt expects to be in Germany, but 
is still in the dark as to his plans. It has been 
widely published that Roosevelt will be in Berlin 
April 28, but if this is so it is not known Officially 
and the situation is embarrassing in a way, as 
Emperor William’s spring plans cannot be definitely 
arranged in the meantime because of His Majesty § 
' purpose to be in the c#pital when his guest arrives. 

Official dispatches have now been addressed to 
Roosevelt with instructions that they be forwarded 
with the greatest dispatch, and if necessary by native 
runners if he can thus be reached sooner between 
telegraphic points. A reply from him making known 
his intentions is expected any day. 

It is understood the Emperor hgs invited Roose- 
velt to be his personal guest and whether he will be 
accorded the honors usually bestowed upon the head 
of a government is a question which is frequently 
suggested by the paragraphers of the press. 

That the former President will thus be honored 1s 
denied with much emphasis by one of the news 
agencies today. This agency declares that however 
much the Emperor may desire to honor his guest, he 
cannot receive him personally at the railway station 
or send a royal prince as his representative to meet 
him because this would be a too obvious departure 
from state etiquette. 

One editorial commentator suggests that the Em- 
peror must have consideration for President Taft 
and not exhibit too demonstratively his regard for 
the President’s »redecessor.

“Leokhengrin’s” Reverential Prelude. 
Second on the program ig the pre- 
lude to ‘“‘Lohengrin,’’ that opera of 
Wagner's which so reverentially teils 
the strange legend of its’ priest-knight 
hero, born of ‘Parsifal’’, and devoted 
to the guardianship of the secred chal- 
ice frem which the Saviour of Mankind 
drank at the Last Supper and which 
received his blood from the cross. This 
overture, in which Liszt saW so clear- 
ly the epitome of the opera itself, up- 
lifting our souls above material things, 


the imagination of-its hearers the awe- 
inspiring spectacle of the descent of the 
Holy Grail from heaven, radiant with 
the luminous light of Divine love, and 
its return to the skies whence it came. 
‘Lohengrin’ was first produced at 
Weimar under Liszt’s own direction, 
Wagner being then in Paris. So bit- 
ter’ was the opposition to its composer 
‘even then that the performance came 


inear being brought to a close after the 


first act, Liszt alone preventing this by 
the impressive protest of. his tall fig- 
ure confronting the boisterous audience, 
his hands uplifted, his fine face stern 
with condemnation. 


Chaminade’s “Callirhoee” Baliet. 
The Scarf Dance from Chaminade's 
ballet, ‘‘Callirhoe,’’ first produced about 
twenty years ago, is the program’s third 
number. The ballet’s theme is found in 
the ancient legend of a lovely girl wooed 
by a priest of Bacchus, who, his suit 
rejected, appeals to his heathen god, in- 
voking Callirhoe’s. punishment, ‘It is 
decreed by the god that Callirhoe must 
@ie unless she finds a substitute, 
priest suddenly becomes remorseful at 
the last moment, offers himself as a 
sacrifice.,in Callirhoe’s stead, Jupiter in- 
tervenes, restores him to life and brings 
about Callirhoe’s acceptance of his love. 
Chaminade, one of the limited group 
of women who have done notable cre- 


. dtive work in music, is well known in 


this country as a pianist, and was heard 
in America last season in interpretations 
of her own works. , ~— 

In the selections from “‘Tannhauser” 
which constitute the fourth number on 
today’s program will be heard that‘op- 
era’s best-liked strains. The story of 
‘‘Tannhauser”’. is so familiar that its 
repetition here is not necessary. 


A “Manon Lescaut” Theme. 

Gillet’s ‘‘La Lettre de Manon,’’ the 
fifth program maumber, is a_ beautiful 
composition, finding its theme in Pre- 
yost’s romance, “Manon Lescaut,” 
which Puccini and Massenet alike have 
presented in the form of grand opera. 
Gillet, at one time:a noted ‘cellist in 
the orchestra of the Paris opera, of 
which his brother, the best oboist of 
his day, was also a member, later de- 
yoted himself to composing, mainly for 
strings. He was appointed profes#@or of 
the ‘cello at the Royal College of Mu- 
sic in London when finally he removed 
to that city. 

The Fire Charm, from “Die: Walk- 
uere,”” the sixth number on this after- 
noon’s program, marks one of the most 
dramatic and spectacular moments in 
this Wagner opera, the second of the 
immortal four music-dramas telling the 
legendary story of the Ring of the 
Nibelungen. Wotan, urged by Fricka, 
has condemned Brunnhilda, a Valkyrie, 
to sleep on a rock in a desert place, 
subject to the will of the first who 
passes, Relenting, however, he sur- 
rounds her, this being the theme of the 
Fire Charm,\ with a magic circle of 
flame, impenetrable save to a hero, 
Siegfried ultimately proving to be this 
hero, rescuing Brunnhilda from the 
spell. Inithis. composition many of the 
story’s themes are heard and it is 
greatly impressive. 

The Strauss waltz, ‘Artists’ Life,” 
with which today’s program closes, is 
@ gay and care-free composition, finely 
typical of its authdr’s genius:’'The tate

A national campaign for raising the 
battleship Maine from Havana harbor, 
which is being conducted by the United 
Spanish War Veterans, will have its 


‘St. Louis representation in a meeting at 


the Odeon Tuesday night, the twelfth 
anniversary of the destruction of the 
battleship. The movement is one for 
arousing nation-wide sentiment to be 
expressed in petitions, which will be 
forwarded to Congress. 

During next week similar meetings 
are planned in most of the large cities 
of the country, under the auspices of 
the various camps ef the Spanish Vet- 
erans. It is believed that several hun- 
dred thousand signatures will be ob- 
tained.

Jennings No. 4, Nelson Cole Camp and

Joseph W. Folk is said to have 
virtually decided to make the race for 
the Democratic nomination for United 
States Senator. Formal amnouncement 
of his candidacy is expected by politi- 
cal leaders in a few days. 

At the Planters Hotel yesterday, the 
former Governor told one ef his friends 
that the senatorial toga is far more de- 
sirable than a big yearly income on the 
lecture platform. 


“T have written letters,’ he wade. “to 
Democratic leaders in different parts of 
the State, asking their judgment of the 
situation. The replies indicate those 
who were with me in the 1908 campaign 
against Senator Stene are desirous I: 
should enter the senatorial contest again 
this year.”’ 

“Dry” Sections Favorable. . 

When geen by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, Folk declared that, while he 
may yield to the wishes of his friends, 
he prefers to wait before giving out a 
definite statement of his political in- 
tentions. 

Reports from the country districts— 
particularly the so-called ‘‘dry’’ counties 
of the State—appear favorable to the 
Folk candidacy, but in St. Louis and 
Kansas City the fermer Governor has 
lost most of his old supporters. 

A score ef St. Louis business men, 
who supplied the Folk treasury in the 
gubernatorial campaign of 1904 and when 
he ran for Senator. four years later, now 
are committed to Francis, and the hes- 
tility of the ward leaders to Folk has 
not changed. 

The fact that the cities have almost 
one-half ef the total vote of the State 
is not engouraging to the Folk Heuten- 
ants. 

St. Leuis Vete for Stone. 

It will be recalled that two-thirds of 
the ceunties rolled up majorities against 
Stone, and yet the city vote swamped 
1 Folk, St, Louis alone giving Stone 
15,000 plurality. 

Of all the prominent Democrats sug- 
gested fer Senator in 1908 Stone was 
classed as the weakest by practical 
politicians. 

When Folk asked Col. Phelps of Mis- 
sourt Pacific fame recently what he 
thought of the senatorial situation, 
Phelps replied: 

“Well, if I were you, Governor, I 
wouldn’t run. Any man who can’t beat 
Stone ought to stay out of the fight.” 

Those who argue that Folk will lack 
financial support are confronted by the 
fact that the Folk lecture buregu has 
done very nicely in the last 12 months, 75 ¢ 
the former Governor’s bank account 
now being many times larger than it 
was when he left the Geovernor’s office. 

Would Cost Him $25,000. 

The senatorial campaign, it is esti- 
mated, would cost him at least $25,000, 
but this is believed to represent only a 
part of his lecture earnings. 

Politicians seemed sure ten days ago 
that Folk would take that $40,000 a year 
contract rather than take chances of 
another sénatorial setback. 

Francis and Reed are inelined to the 
view that Folk doesn’t want to run and 
each of these men is supremely confi- 
dent he can beat the other. Outside of 
Western. Missouri the Reed following 
is considered slight. This was demon- 
strated when Reed carried only four 
counties in opposing Folk for the gover- 
norship nomination six years ago. 

Francis Strong in |Country. 

Francis has a formidable following in 
the country districts, although there is 
opposition to his candidacy on account 
of his attitude on the money question 
in the 1896 campaign. 

The singular feature of the State po- 
litical situation is that the Republicans 
are predicting the election of a Demo- 
cratic Legislature if Gov. Hadley is not 
named for the United States Senatorial 
nomination. This feeling ef uncertainty 
however, has existed only since the spe- 
cia] Sixth District congressional elec- 
tion. The terrific drubbing administered 
to the Republican candidate seems to 
have alarmed the entire State organi- 
zation. | 

Senator Warner, who is seeking re- 
election, is losing ground rapidly, Re- 
publican politicians say, and in any 
event they maintain he cannot survive 
the Hadley candidacy. 

Three Declare for Hadley. 

During the week, Chairman Dickey of 
the State committee, - Excise Commis- 
sioner Caulfield of St, Louis and other 
Republican leaders announced in favor 
of Hadley. 

The Governor has not discouraged the 
boom en his behalf and the opinion of 
friends is that he will enter the sena- 
torial contest.

Swope died in convulsions following the 
taking of a capsule administered to him 
at the direction of Dr. Hyde. 

Subpenas were issued tonight for Drs. 
Walter 8. Haines, Ludwig Hektoen and 
Victor’ Vaughn to appear before the 
grand jury next Wednesday. They are 
expected to testify regarding the find- 
ing of poison in the internal organs of 
Thomas H. and Chrisman Swope, and 
in the conténts of the stomach of Miss 
Margaret Swope. 

Poison Report Comes Later. 


Haines of Chicago, in a supplemetary 
report to him, had told of finding the 


4 Poison in the contents of Miss Swope’s 


stomach. The information concerning 
Chrisman Swope’s sudden seizure and 
death, he said, had come from Miss 
Houlihan, the nurse who attended the 
sick man. 

Judge Latshaw told the jurors they

Warner Sends Regrets. 

Senator Warner ana Secretary Nagel 
of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor sent their regrets. It was ru- 
mored at the gathering that Warner 
may withdraw from the Repbilean 
senatorial contest, but his friemis say 
such an announcement is not probable 
at this time. 

Secretary Nagel, who is credited with 
senatorial aspirations, declared in his 
telegram to the assembled Republicans 
that at the last moment he had been 
unavoidably detained at Washington.

THIEF CAUGHT BY 
POLICEMEN RIDING 











Five-Day Vigil. Rewarded by 
Capture of Purloiner 
of Poorbox.

Four hours, daily, for fixe days, Spe- 
cial Policemen Beard and Peters of 
the Soulard Street District lay hidden 
in the confessional box at St. Vincent 
de Paul’s Church, Ninth and Berry 
streets, and watched through a loop in 
the curtains for a thief who had twice 
stolen the church's poorbox and its 
contents. Yesterday, the sixth day, at 
the end of the second hour of their vi- 
gil, they darted out and captured Frank 
Heinke, 22 years old, as he was in the 
act of wrenching the box from its fast- 
enings. 

It was Rerhaps the first time that a 
confessjonal was ever used as a hiding 
place for policemen. Beard was con- 


cealed in the small apartment in which 
the father confessor sits and hears the 
secrets of the penitent. Peters was in 
the tiny closet, furnished only with 
a stool to kneel upon. 


Confessional Is Overlooked, 

When Heinke stole into the church 
yesterday afternoon and made his way 
to the poorbox, the last ‘place he 
thought of examining for possible spies, 
as he peered about him in the half-twi- 
light, was the green-curtained confes- 
sional. , 

A score of men and women knelt in 
the pews, but their heads were bent and 
they were absorbed in thelr supplica- 
tions. 

Reassured, Heinke gave a stout tug 
at the box in which collections for the 
needy were deposited. Its fastenings 
held, and he began silently wrenching it 
back and forth. In &@ moment both of 
Heinke’s arms were pinioned. His hair- 
stifled cry of dismay caused the wor. 
shipers in their pews to turn about. 

They beheld the unwonted spectacle, 
in the rear of the church, of a youth 
struggling desperately itn the grasp of 
two men, who were dragging him to- 
wards the door. In a minute the turbu- 
lent scene was shut -from sight by the 
door, but not before several women had 
uttered « half-guppressed shrieks. 

Heinke, at the Soulard Street Station, 
said he was 22 years old, resided at 914 
Michigan avenue. He admitted Stealing 
the poorbox from St. Vincent’s Church 
a week before, but denied responsibility 
for a previeus theft—on Jan. 31. War.

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400,000 MINERS 
WANT 13 PER CENT 
WAGE INCREASE 


Tom lL. Lewis, president. of the 
United Mine Workers. of America,

It affected the counting rooms of 
the newspapers of the country and in- 
vited the attention of the newspaper 
proprietors who had associated them- 
selves together like other interests for 
the purpose of securing a reduction of 
the tariff. The failure to make a larger 
reduction showed itself clearly in the 
editorial columns of a great number of 
the newspapers, whatever their party 
predilection. 

“Thé amount of misrepresentation:. to 
which the tariff bill in its effect as a 
downward revision bill was subjected 
has never been exceeded in this country 
and it will doubtless take the actual ope- 
ration of the tariff bill for several years 
to show to the country exactly what the 
legislation and its effect are. It is per- 
haps too early to institute the fairest 
comparisons between the Payne-Aldrich 
bill and the bill which preceded it; but 
the Payne-Aldrich bill has been in oper- 
ation now for six months and figures 
are at hand from which we may make 
a& reasonable inference, first, as to 
whether it is a revision downward, and, 
second, as to its capacity for producing 
revenue, for it must be borne in mind 
that the passage of the law was de- 
manded not only for the purpose of 
changing rates in thoir effect upon the 
industriés of the country, but also for 
the purpose of increasing the revenues 
and the success of the measure is to be 
judged by its results in both these 
respects. 

Statistics Are Cited. 

“The Bureau of Statistics is authority 
for the statement that during the first 
six months of the operation of the 
Payne law, which has just ended, the 
average rate of duty paid on all duti- 
able imports was 21.09 per cent ad valor- 
em. The average rate of duty paid on 
all imports for the same six months for 
the four preceding years, under the 
Dingley law, was 24.03. This would show 
that the reduction in the Payne law is 
2.94 per cent of the value of the goods, 
or that the reduction below the previous 
tariff rates is 12 per cent, showing a 
downward revision of this extent in 
those goods which are dutiable, 

“But this is not all. Under the Payne- 
Aldrich law 56 per cent of the gross im- 
ports for the last six months have been 
entered free, while under the four years 
preceding for the same six months the 
free list amounted to 45.46 per cent of 
the total importations; so there was not 
only a reduction of duty on dutilable 
imports of about 12 per cent, but also 
an enlargement of about the same 
centage of the free list. , 

“For the production of revenue, the 
}Payne law igs even more an-improve- 
ment on the Dingley bill. During the 
six months thet the Payne tariff was 
in force, from Aug. 5 to the night of 
Feb. 5, the customs receipts amounted 
to $166,002,856.54. Under the Wilson-Gor- 
man tariff, the semi-annual average 
was $83,147,625.90. Under the Dingley tar- 
if, the semi-annual average was $130,265,- 
4134. Under the Wilson tariff, the 
monthly average was $13,367,937.65. Un- 
der the Dingley tariff the monthly ay- 
erage was $21,710,973.64; while under the 
Payne tariff the monthly average has 
been $27,677,142.75, or 100 per cent greater 
than the monthly average under the 
Wlison tariff, and 26 per cent greater 
than the monthly average under the 
Dingley tariff. 


What the Tariff Produces. 
“Of course, as the country increases 
population, the customs receipts in- 
crease; but even considering the popu- 


ceipts has been marked. Under the 
Wilson tariff the average annual cus- 
toms receipts per capita were &2.98: un- 
der the Dingley tariff $3.23, while under 
the Payne tariff they are 33.71. 

“For the six months that the Payne 
tariff has been in force the total re- 
ceipts both from customs and internal 
revenue have been $323,899,281.91, while 
the disbursements have been $332,783,- 
28.08, showing that the expenditures ex. 
ceeded the receipts by only $8,884, 061.17, 
with no OOllection as yet from the cor- 
poration tax. For the corresponding 
period last year the expenditures er- 
ceeded the receipts by over forty mil- 
lions. This showing indicates that un- 
der the present Customs law the deficit 
will be promptly wiped out, and that 
to meet ovr normal expenditures we 
shall have ample revenue. 

“I therefore venture to repeat the 
remark I have had occasion to make be- 
fore that the present customs law is'the 
best customs law that has ever been 
passed, and it is most significant in this 
that it indicates on the part of the Re- 
publican party the adoption of a pon- 
cy to change from an increase in dutiés 
to a reduction of them, and to effett 
an increase of revenues at the same 
time. . 

“The act has furnished to the execu- 
tixe power to apply the maximum and 
minimum clauses in order to prevent 
undue discrimination on the part of for- 
eign countries and this is securing ad- 
ditional concessions in respect to im- 
positions on our foreign trade.

Trend for Lower Tariffs.

I 
expect to apply to congress this year 
for the sum of $250,000 to organize a 
force through which this investigation 
may go on and the results be recorded 
for the use of the executive and con- 
gress when they desire to avail -them- 
selves of the record. In this way, any 
subsequent revision may be carried on 
with the aid of data secured officially 
and without regard to its argumative 
effect upon the question of raising or 
lowering duties. 

‘Taken as a whole, therefore, I do not 
hesitate to repeat that the Republican 
part, has substantially complied with 
its promise in respect to the tariff, and 
that it has set itself strongly in the 
right direction toward lower tariffs and 
furnished the means by which such 
lower tariffs can be properly and safely 
fixed, 

“An investigation by the tariff board 
of the sort proposed will certainly take 
a full .two years ‘or more: Meantime 
the operation of the present tariff prom- 
ises to be consistent with the prosperi- 
ty of the country and with the furnish- 
ing of sufficient funds with which to 
meet the very heavy but necessary ex-. 
penditures of carrying on our great Gov- } 
ernment. 

“The Republican national 
contained the folowing: 

“We favor the establishment of a 
postal savings bank system for the con- 
venience of the people and the encour- 
agement of thrift. 

“A bill has been introduced to estab- 
lish @ postal savings bank. The great.

Pestoffice as Depository. 

“The machinery of the Postoffice De- 
partment with its 60,000 postoffice and 
40,000 money order offices offers an 
economical and far-reaching machine 
for the reception in places remote from 
banks, and among people who fear 
banks, of that which but for the op- 
portunity they would not save but spend. 
The low interest offered to it, that of 
two per cent prevents such postal sav- 
ings banks from interferring with regu- 
lar savings banks, whose rate of inter- 
est always is in excess of two per cent. 
“In the present stage of the Senate 
bill, there have been inserted amend- 
ments drawn apparently for the pur- 
money deposited as 
eavings in Government postoffices, dis- 
tributed through the locality where de- 
posited-in the banks, State and nation- 
al, and some deposited as to make it 
impossible for the trustees of the fund 
appointed under the law to withdraw 
the money for investment in any other 
form. 

“T regard such an amendment as likely 
to defeat the law. First, because it 
takes away a feature which ought to 
be present in the law to assure its con- 
stitutionality. If the law provided that 
the trustees to be appointed under the 
law with the funds thus deposited could 
meet the financial exigencies of the Gov- 
ernmént by purchase or redemption of 
the Government 2 per cent and other 
bonds, the measure would certainly be 
within the Federal power, because the 
postal banks would then clearly be an 
instrument of national government in 
borrowing money. 

Bonds Must Be Cared For, 


“We have now about $700,000,000 of 2 
per cent bonds with respect to which 
we owe a duty to the owners to see 
that those bonds may be taken care of, 
without reduction below the par value 
thereof because they were foreed upon 
national banks at this low rate in or- 
cer that the banks might have a basis

any panic we have heretofore met,” 

‘A provision that when the money is 
not needed to invest in Government 
bonds or to redeem the same, it may be 
deposited in national banks in the neigh- 
borhood of the place of deposit, will 
avoid the great danger of a panic and 
will strengthen a banking system which 
is an arm of the Fedéral Government. I 
sincerely hope that before the’ measure 
is hammered into its final shape it may, 
take on these characteristics which shall 
give it a constitutional validity and 
sound financial] strength and usefulness, 

“Those who insist upon the elimina- 
tion of these two necessary character- 
istic features of the bill will put the 
party in. the position where it cannot 
hope to escape the charge that it is not 
in good faith seeking the passage of a 
postal savings bank act, and is not seek- 
ing therefore to comply with the prom- 
ise of the Republican platform in that 
regard. 

Situation on Ralliroads. 

“On the subject of railroads, the Re- 
publican platform said: - 

“*We approve the enactment of tbe 
railroad rate law and the vigorous aA 
forcement by the present administration 
of the statutes against rebates and dis- 
criminations as a result of which the 
advantages formerly possessed by the 
large shippér over the small shipper 
have sybsequently disappeared; and in 
this connection we commend the appro- 
priation by the present Congress to en- 
able the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to thoroughly investigate and give 
publicity to the accounts of interstate 
railroads.’ y 

“We believe, however, that the inter- 
state commerce law should be further 
amended 20 as to give railroads the 
right to make and publish traffic agree- 
ments subject to the approval of the 
commission, but maintaining always the 
principle of competition between nat- 
urally competing lines and avoiding the 
common control of such lines by any 
means whatsoever. We favor such 
national legislation and supervision as 
will _prevent the future over-issue of 
stocks and bonds by interstate carriers. 

“A bill to carry out these dec- 
larations has been introduced in both 
House and Senate and is now be- 
ing considered before the Appropria- 
tion Committees of these two bodies, 
and there is every hope that the bills 
thus/ introduced in substantially the 
Same shape as introduced will pass 
and be enacted Into law. Indeed this 
railroad meusure goes further than 
the promise of the platform, for while 
it subjects the issue of stock and 
bonds to the restrictive supervision 
of the commission and prevents fur- 
ther watering of securities and for- 
bids the acquisition by a railroad 
company of stock in a competing line, 
it also puts very much more power 
into the hands of the commission for 
the regulation of rates, and it facill- 
tates in every way the ease of super- 
vision by the commission of the rail- 
roads to secure a compliance by the 
railroad with. the rights 6f the pub- 
lic and of the shipper. ‘ 


All Parties Considered. 

“The bill was prepared by the Attor- 
ney-General, after a full conference 
with the Interstate Commission with 
the representatives of the shippers and 
railroads and while it was not the re- 
sult of an agreement between all the 
parties in interest, it was drafted with 
a view to meeting all the fair objections 
and suggestions made by every one of 
them. 

“The platform further provided: 

“ “The Republican party will uphold at 
all times the authority and integrity 
of the courts, State and Federal, and 
will ever insist that their powers to 
enforce their process and to protect 
life, liberty and property shall be pre- 
served inviolate. We believe. however, 
that the rules of procedure in the Fed- 
eral courts with respect to the issuance 
of the writ of injunction should be 
more accurately defined by statute and 
that no injunction or temporary re- 
straining order should be issued without 
notice, except where irreparable injury 
would result from delay, in which case 
a@ speedy hearing thereafter should be, 
granted.’ 

“A bill to carry out exactly this 
promise has been introduced into both 
the Senate and House, and will doubt- 
less come up for consideration and 
passage. The bill does not go as far 
as Mr. Gompers and the Federation of 
Labor demand, but it goes as far as 
the Republican convention was willing 
to let it go, ana it is so drawn as to 
make an abuse of the issuance of in- 
junction without notice very improb- 
able. 

Restriction on Injunction. 
“It requires that no injunction shall 


1 be issued without full notice and hear- 
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passed thé House, and has been favor- 
ably considered by the committee of 
the Senate, so that there seems to be 
no reasonable doubt that this promise 
will be fully kept. | 

“The Republicans In their platform 
spoke further as follows: 

“*We indorse the mevement inaugu-

No obligation of the fu- 
ture is more insistent and none will re- 
sult in greater blessings to posterity. 
In line with this splendid ypdertaking is 
the further duty, equally imperative to 
enter upon a systematic improvement 
upon a large and cemprehensive plan, 
just to all portions of the country of 
the waterways, harbors and great lakes, 
whose natural adaptability to the in- 
creasing traffic of the land is one of the 
greatest gifts of a benign Providence. 


Nature of Conservation Pian. 


“In accordance with this plank, meas- 
ures for the conservation of the public 
domain, for the reclassification of lands 
according to their greatest utility and 
the vesting of power in the executive to 
dispose of coal, phosphate, oil and, min- 
eral lands, and of water power sites in 
such a way as to prevent thelr mo- 
nopoiy, and union of ownership in syndl- 
cate or combination, have been already 
introduced and will doubtless in a form 
approved by Congress be made Into law. 
The subject has attracted the widest in- 
erest and its importance ts becomjng 
more and more impressed upon the 
American people. — 

“The river and harbor bill, which has 


just been reported by the River and Har- 


bor Committee of the House, has been 
framed with a view to complying with 
the plank in the platform I have just 
above quoted. It has taken the plan 
for the improvement of the Ohio from 
Pittsburg to Cairo as a project to be 
carried out in a certain number of years, 
and it has treated similar projects for 
improvement of the Missouri from Kan- 
sas City to St, Louis; for the improve- 
ment of the Mississippi from St. Paul 
to St. Louis and of the same river from 
St. Louis to Cairo, and by continuing 
contracts and regular appropriations 
these projects will go on. until they are 
completed. ‘This is a changé from the 
previous plans and is the result of an 
extended popular agitation ig favor of 
such a system. 

“Following the panic of 1907, the Gov- 
ernment revenues fell off and the ex- 
penditures continued as before, leaving 
a deficit for the years 1907, 1908 and 1909. 
There was, however, no deficit in the 
whole administration of Mr. Roosevelt 
when the expenses are compared with 
the revenues. Indeed it will be found 
that under ‘the operation of the Dingley 
bill, which covers most of his adminis- 
tration and the first six months of the 
present administration the surplus on 
the whole was about $250,000,000. 


Had te Out Expenses. 

“At the beginning of this administra- 
tion, however, it was perfectly evident 
that with expenses increasing and rev- 
enues decreasing there would be a con- 
tinuous deficit, and this the Republican 
party, with its majority in Congress 
and the responsibility placed upon !t, 
has proposed to meet by reducing ex- 
penditures and increasing revenues. 

“I have already shown what the in- 
crease in revenues has beer. The pres- 
ent administration, in ite es tes for 
the year ending June 90, 1911, out them 
some forty odd million dollars below 
the actual appropriations of year 
before and now it is pro to ap- 
point a joint commission, consisting of 
congressmen, senators and members 
appointed by the executive, whe shal! 
examine the organization of the vari- 
cus departments and bureaus and by 
the elimination of duplication the con- 
solidation of bure&us and increase in ef- 
ficiency of the individual civil servant 
shall decrease the regular permanent 
coet of governmenta) .operation. 

“With respect to trusts the Republic- 
an party spoke as follows in its piat- 
form:

Bill to Meet Difficulty. 

“This measure has met the approval of 
those who fear too great concentration 
of power in the Federal Government, of 
those who deny the right of the Federal 
Government in such cases to grant in- 
corporation, I believe the act to be 
constitutional and I believe that if en- 
forced it would furnish a solution of our 
present difficulties, but as it was not 
specifically declared for in the Repub- 
lican platform, I do not feel justified in 
asking the adoption of such an act as 
a party matter. I have brought it for- 
ward, however, as a suggestion for meet- 
ing the difficulties which are likely to 
be presented in the prosecution of sus- 
pected illegai trusts as a means by 
which they can put their houses in order 
and take their places ameng those en- 
gaged In legitimate business. ; 

“If the other measures to which I 
have referred are enacted into law and 
the party pledges of .the Republican 
party performed, there would seem to be 
no good reason why the party should 
not receive renewed approval by thé 
electors of the country in the coming 
congressional campaign. But there aré 
signs which many construe as an indl- 
cation that the Republican majority in 
the present Congress will. change to @ 
Democratic majority in the next. This 
is based chiefly on the dissensions in the 
Republican party and upon the severe 
attacks made by a great many of the 
newspapers having Republican tenden- 
cles upon the party and its leaders in 
Congress and in the nation. 

“IT am glad to say that so far as

POLICE BAFFLED 
IN PARTS GREEN 
VICTIM'S DEATH 


Hunt for Self-Motive, Acci- 
dental or Murder Clew 
Proves Futile. 


Three days after the death of Fred 
J. Meyers, a shoeman, of 227 North 
Jefferson avenue by paris-green poison- 
ing, the police were at a loss last night 
to solve the mystery of his demise. He 
died Wednesday morning and an au- 
topsy Thursday, conducted by Dr. F. 


W. Abeken, disclosed the cause of death 
as arsenic poisoning. 

Chief Creecy ordered a special inves- 
tigation to ascertain whether the poison 
was taken intentionally or by mistake, 
or whether Meyers was a victim of foul 
play. No evidence in support of either 
theory has been discovered. . 

So far as the police have learned, the 
dead man had no motive for suicide. 
They have been unable to find the re- 
ceptacile which held the poison. His do- 
mestic relations, during his married life 
of 80 yoars, were exceptionally happy. 
A life insurance policy for $1000, pay- 
able to Mrs. Meyers and their three 
children, would have matured had he 
lived to pay dues a full year.

Tuesday night from work in good spir- 
its and ate supper. He went out for a 
while, returning at 9 p. m. His son-in- 
law?

THE 1903 LAW 


Assistant Attorney - General 
Dawson Believes Decision 
Would Nullify Statute. 


JUDGES IN DOUBT 
Said to Have Been Dubious 
as to Which Law They De- 


clared Unconstitutional. 





The same ground on which the Su- 
preme \Court yesterday nullified the 
bakery law of 1908 will also prove fatal 
to the amended bakery law of 1909, as 
soon as it is assailed, according to an 
opinion expressed last night by Assist- 
ant Attorney-General Dawson at Jef- 
.erson City. 

Because of the similarity in wording 
of the two laws there was much con- 
fusion at the capital as to the effect 
of the Court’s decision.. Some of the 
judges themselves, it is declared, did 
not know which statute they had de- 
clared unconstitutional until after the 
decision was handed down and an in- 
vestigation had enlightened them, 

The broad principle on which the de- 
cision was rendered was that the Leg- 
islature has no right to ordain on what 
days of the week a man may and may 
not work. Both bakery laws pre- 
scribed a six-days working week, be- 
ginning Sunday afternoon and ending 
the next Saturday afternoon. The re- 
sult has been, in the 8t. Louis Ghetto, 
thati only stale bread could be had on 
Sundays—religious scruples preventing 
baking on Saturday, the Jewish Sab- 
bath; and the law forbidding it on Sun- 
day, the Christian Sabbath. 


Violates Federal Constitution. 
Judge Fox, who wrote the bakery de- 


cision, read a decision by Justice Peck- 
ham of the United States Supreme Court 
to the effect that any attempt to pre- 
seribe a man’s working days in the 
week is an interference with the right 
of contract and violation of the Four- 
teenth amendment. The fact that the 
new bakery law contains the same pro- 
visions as to the working week as did 
the old one, is the basis of Dawson’s 
belief that the new law will collapse as 
soon as it is attacked. There are now 
no cases under the present bakery law 
before the Misssouri Supreme .Court. 

In deciding the case at issue, the Su- 
preme Court was placed in the remark- 
able situation of ruling upon the consti- 
tutionality of an enactment which no 
longer exists upon. the statute books. 
The statute declared vold was repealed 
in 1909, and the present law framed 
to supersede it. The tanglé, was due to 
the fact that the case was brought in 
1908 under the old law, and that the 
court could not, in consequence, take 
cognizance of any amended law subse- 
quently passed. 

Lawyers at Jefferson City were argu- 
ing last night whether, !f the judges 
had found the defendant guilty, they 
could have confirmed his fines under a 
law which is no longer in existence. 

The case was that of Robert Miksicek, 
a baker, 2006 South Eleventh street. He 
was convicted March 7, 1908, in the Court 
of Criminal Correction, of two viola- 
tions of the old bakery law. He carried 
the case to the higher courts, and, pend- 
ing his appeal, the law under which he

“This man has a record,” said Fur- 
long, “and it will all come out in time, 
but at present he is in the hands of the 
postoffice inspectors and they’re not 
through with him yet. All I care to say 
about him now is that he was a pal of 
Bill Lowe, had been out West with him, 
and that when Lowe decided to do a 
job here he sent for Ebeling to come 
on. Ebeling was found through his con- 
nection with Lowe, and not Lowe 
through Ebeling. The officers had no 
knowledge of Ebeling-until they started 
to watching Lowe.”’ 

Lowe’s Pal in Alaska. 

At Police Headquarters, where Ebeling 
is a holdover prisoner, it was stated he 
had lived for a short time at 3142 Wash- 
ington avenue. At the rooming house 
at that address the proprietor, Miss

Simon Lederer, a real estate man at 
700 Chestnut street, who is directly at- 
tacked in the circular, live at the Buck- 
ingham Annex. Dr, David Nichols, a 
brother, lives at 922 High street. The 
estate is valued at $250,000 and is com- 
posed of St. Louis re’idence property. 
Claims to Be Starving. 

A suit is now pending against Mrs. 
Meyers and her husband to oust them 
from the’ Page boulevard house. Mrs. 
Meyers says the house has been almost 
dismantled of furnishings and that she 
and her husband are almost starving in 
a mansion while fighting to retain pos- 
session of it. The suit, or similar suits, 
have been pending three years, during 
which time Mrs. Myers is said to have 
been successful in court twice. 

Mrs. Myers says that her husband, 
who was formerly a traveling salesman, 
has been sick two years and unable to 
earn more than a meager salary. Mem- 
bers of the family say that an offer 
has been made to Mrs. Myers-to pay 
her rent in a more comfortable but 
smaller house and provide a monthly in- 
come for her if she would give up the 
mansion, but that sle persistently re- 
fused it. They say that Mrs. Myers 
constantly demands money from the 
estate, and that her grievance is that 
she cannot get the amount of money 
she thinks she ought te have. 

Tried to Use Horsewhip. 

“The serious trouble began in 1901, 
when my mother was sued by Mrs. Rose 
Finer for $10,000," Mrs. Myers told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “The suit has 
béen tried three times and a judgment 
of $6000 is now pending’ in an appellate 
court. In September, 190, I went to 
the Chemical Building to horsewhip Si- 
mon Lederer, my brother-in-law, for 
statements he had made about me. He 
had me put under a $500 peace bond. In 
Judge Cronin’s court at the trial Lederer 
made statements for which I filed a $10,- 
000 damage suit against him. This was 
settied out of court for $1067.50. 

“In March, 1907, my mother took. the 
side of Lederer against me, trans- 
ferred property valued at $250,000 to B. 
W. Stern. A month later he transferred 
the property to the Alsay Realty Co., 
which had been incorporated for $15,000.

| Tackles Need Help. 

Let us: first consider the principal 
eause, namely, the continuous heavy at- 
tack upon the defensive tackle. — 

Recently the perfection of the for- 
ward pass. has made it necessary to pull 
the halfbacks away from the line, 
where they were formerly placed, to 

ard against trick pastes. This has 

t the tackle on the defense practi- 
cally alone and unaided. Under the 
present ruling five men; preceding the 
man carrying the ball, can be sent 
egainst this one man and it is perfect- 
ly clear to any one that such an jnter- 
obagonm is bound to cause trouble to any ' 

one man, good as he may be. To per- 
fect, this artillery ‘attack in which an 
end, a tackle and three backs form an 
interference id difficult, ‘but {t has been 
done with success by same colleges— 
Harvard especially. . 

If the forward pass were not allowed 
the defensive halfback could play close 
behind the tackle to assist him. He 
could aid sufficiently if the Yorward 
pass were allowed only. behind one’s 
line of scrimmage. 

Make it a rule that seven men play 
always on the line of scrimmage and 
then an end could not be br t to be 
an extra man in the interference.

It is when he is in the air that he can- 
not adjust his fall or collision so _ that 
he may not be hurt. 

If ever.a play were full of danger that 
play is the forward pass. A man who 
is about to receive the ball is always s0 
intent on completing the play that he 
never is able to protect himself against 
the opponents who attempt to prevent 
him. : 

A quick blow on a man unprepared is 
very apt to strain his back, his neck 


snap I heard this fall en Yale field 
made me dread the play, and although 
nothing serious resulted, I had my eyes 
open to the chance for a very serious 
accident. I would advise the abolition 
of the forward pass entirely, although 
to allow it only behind one’s line of 
scrimmage would probably have the de- 
sired effect. 


Danger in On-Side Kick. 

Since the on-side kick hag been in 
tlie game, it hag made kicks more fre- 
quent, and it has made football of 
greater interest to all, both «specta- 
tors and players. I hate to criticise 
this feature,. but I feel I must. The 
long kick is ideal, but when a short 
kick is executed, and it is any one’s 
ball, it often causes a dangerous sit- 
uation. To recover a rolling ball is 
not easy, and as a man rushes for it 
head lowered, a collision is sure to 
occur, and the results are always un- 
certain, Could there be a rule to make 
a kick travel at least 2% yards before 
it is considered any one’s ball, it would 
give the officiais extra trouble, but to 
me it would take away a dangerous 
point.in an otherwise beautiful play.

Possibly because of objection to so 
commonplace an argument 1s the fact 
that prices had been forced down with 
an excess of violence which invited 
automatic recovery, the Stock Exchange 
appeared, at the end of the week, to 
have adopted the conclusion that the 
upward reaction was precautionary, 
with a view to what Mr. Taft may say 
in his Lincoln day speech tonight: This 
attitude is not unusual], nor is it un- 
usual for the Stock Exchange to in- 
dulge in conjecture over ‘“‘something re- 
assuring’ even when it cannot imagine 
what.that something is to be. 

Wall street hardly expects the 
President to announce that he has 
changed his mind about the anti- 
(rust law, that he means to propose 
its outright abolition,’ or that he has 
concluded to abandon all suits against 
Offending corrorations. It is not im- 
possible, however, that expectations 
are actually, though with more. or

Precedent for the Suggestion. 
This is not a suggestion without a 
precedent. In 1904, when the Supreme 
Court finally ruted against the North- 
ern Securities merger, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Knox observed off-hand, to some- 
body, that the Government “did not 
intend to run amuck’’ the remark was 
seized upon enthusiastically, and was 
repeated from lip to’ lip during the 
sharp recovery in prices which en- 
sued. Yet, in a way, there was some- 
thing almost pathetic about the epi- 
sode., 

No one, surely, had looked for a 
promise from Mr, Knox that the Gov- 
crnment had decided to run amuck, 
and, on the, other hand the remark 
was in no respect a promise that the 
Government’s general policy would be 
reversed. The truth of the suggestion 
as the sequel proved, was that the 
stock exehange market was in a 
“sold-out” condition. 

Precisely as the assailants of prices 
had for months been hunting in nooks 
and corners for ~ pessimistic argu- 
ments, so people with an instinctive 
feeling that the market was rine for 
automatic recovery were looking, on 
March 14, 1904, for something tang- 
ible on which to base their buying. 

Precedent does. not always dpuli- 
cate itself and underlying conditions 
are never exactly parallel, but Wall 


street’ always remains Wall street. 
It would be a little premature to ac- 


cept off-hand the broad deductions 
drawn from President Earlings inter- 
view of Thursday, in respect to the can- 
cellation of merchants’ orders and the 
consequent possibility of general trade 
reaction. The season's trade prospects 
can rarely be gauged with accuracy in 
the middle of February. In a longer 
view there is certainly much of a per- 
plexing character in the industrial sit- 
uation. . 

Doubts which exist converge, as every 
one knows, on the prices te which com- 
modities, in many of our greatest mar- 
kets, have been raised. That this level 
of prices is at least theoretically un- 
stable there have been two distinct in- 
dications. One is the unexceedingly bad 
showing of our January export trade in 
all products of the farms—which sug- 
gests that prices may be too high for 
foreigners to care to purchase on the 
usual scale. The other is the attitude 
of home consumers. 

Leagues Not Effective. 

Leagues to foreswear the purchase of 
beef products for the table do not often 
cut @ great figure on wholesale markets 
in the long run. As in the case of 
leagues to reduce the acreage of wheat 
or cotton, one subscriber is very apt to 
count on his next-door neighbor to do 
the essentia] business. But in the one 
case, ag in the other, the. visible phe- 
nomenon is at least a sign of other 
things which are going on below the 
surface. 

If prices are too high, then unsold 
supplies, in certain’ markets, would 
necessarily be accumulating, and there 
the money market plays its part. What 
the result on general trade would be, 
of a widespread lowering of these com- 
modity prices, will be answered dif- 
ferently by different people. At the out- 
set, trade calculations and trade plans 
are upset by such reductions, as they 
were in the dry goods market during 
1908, and in the steel trade during 1909. 
But everyone who has watched our re- 
cent industria] history knows what the 
longer sequel in those markets was, and 
whether actual trade prosperity was

With the general advance of 30@50c 
two weeks ago, it was expected that 
heavy runs would materialize last week. 
Instead, however, supplies were of but 
moderate volume and the market con- 
tinued along on the active plane, with 
prices tending to further strength, 
though the gain has not been of a 
marked charactér. 

In the steer trade the selling basis was 
pushed up,l5e further, placing the mar- 
ket higher than when the _ boycott 
against high meats was first started. 
Notwithstanding the fact of the ad- 
vance, the supply of steers has been 
of fair volume, which has in no wise 
retarded .the satisfactory trend of af- 
fairs. Quality made a better average 
than usual. A single prime yearling 
topped at $7.50. A full load of 1080- 

pound steers at $7.35 represented the 
highest load that has sold in several 
weeks. The bulk of the medium to good 
steers gold between $6.75 and $6.60, with 
fleshy and fair killers at $5 to $5.60 and 
a very common light class down around 


$4.7. 
Quality Was Better. 

Quality of heifers far superior to any 
week recently. A load of mixed landea 
at $6.30; several lots at $6.25, while the 
bulk of the fair to good sold between 
$5.20@5.85. Common and medium sorts 
sold mostly at $4.26@4.8. Tone of the 
market proved quite brisk, and values 
scored a full 10@lbc advance. 

Selling of cows was also satisfactory. 
Cutters to prime beef grades gained 10@ 
lbc, while canning stock held strong at 
the former week's basis. A prime cow 
topped at $5.76. Most of the fair to 
choice cows sold between $4.25@5.00, cut- 
ters and medium grades mainly at $3.2@ 
4.00. end canners largely $2.50@3.00. 

Activity of killer demand for cheap 
beef absorbed the big end of the feed- 
ing steers, and they sold fully 2%@60c 
higher than feeder buyers were willing 
to pay. As a consequence, no good 
steers weighing over 80 Ibs. went to 
country buyers. Among the stocker 
weights, however, a small trade resulted 
at firm values. Transactions ranged at 
$3.50@4.50. 

Southern cattte receipts light the past 
week, and mainly canning and cutting 
cows and yearling stuff. A train of 
Texas grase steers sold at $5.35. Canners 
and cutters sold largely at $2.90@3.35; 
few fair killing kinds around $3.50@3.76, 
and good oxen at #.50@4.6. Common 
and medium grades sold at $.90@3.65. 
Yearlings went mainly at $3.00; lighter 
salah at =. and heretics mostly at 








and the bulk of the hogs for the week 
eold from $8.50@8.90. Pigs and lights 
were scarce and therefore they sold 
higher. 

Shippers and butchers were the ones 
that furnished the main strength to 
the trade, but the packers paid well 
up towards the top for good hogs. The 
hogs averaged better than usual, as 
they were principally fromthe corn 
belt district instead of from Arkansas 
and the southern part of Missouri. 

The receipts have been running light 
for the past three months and for the 
year to date compared with. the same 
period ef last year there is a shortage | 
of more than 100,000 head, or an aver- 
age of 3000 per day. This shortage is 
the cause of high prices. Good light 
hogs, weighing from 12 to 160 pounds, 
were ready sale from $8@8.60; good pigs, 
110 pounds and under, $7.90@8.35, while 
common grades sold frem $5@7, accord- 
ing to quality. 

Sheep Trade Brisk. 

The sneep trade was good all week 
and prices naturally higher as the sup- 
ply was small. All of the decline of the 
past two or three weeks has now been 
regained and buyers were very anxious 
for the fat offerings and would have 
purchased twice the number if they 
could but have. 

Very few natives were included among 
the offerings, as nearly the entire re- 
ceipts were from Colorado. What few 
natives arrived were not very good, but 
the Colorado and other offerings were. 

Colorado lambs sold from $8.25 to $8.75. 
Western lambs $8@8.60, yearlings $7.50@ 
8.15, the latter price being paid for 
eral loads of Mexican yearlings. exi- 
can sheep sold as high as $6.60, but the 
general run of mutton shgep soid from 
$5.65 to $6. A few old ewes went to the 
Slaughterers at $4.75@6.2%. Fat bucks 
were good sellers and the most of them 
brought $6. - 

Horses and Mules Strong. 

The horse market was strong and ac- 
tive, although receipts were not so 
heavy as those of the preceding week, 
but the market was stronger, and all, 
offerings sold at good, strong prices. |

Movement Large, 
Show Decreases—-Damage 
Reports Creep In. 


With shorts made uneasy and wary 
of selling by the increasing volume of 
crop damage reports, a scattered gen- 
eral demand was easily effective of a 


higher range of values in the local wheat |. 


market last week. The final close was 
net 1%c to 2%c higher for the. week. 
High premiums were maintained on 
cash wheat and the firm undertone also 
included coarse grains to the extent of 
moderate gains. 

There was very little trade activity 
in any branch and thé week was a de- 
cided)jy dull one regarding the volume 
There sim- 
ply was.an almost total lack of offer- 
ings when a break seemed imminent, 
the absence of pressure appearing a 
more foreeful factor in the firmness 
than any important buying. 

The general reluctance of traders to 
press the bear side of the market was 
explained principally by the strength of 
cash wheat and the apparent easiness, 
in view of the small and stubbornly 
held terminal stocks, with which the 
market was congested. 

Damage Reports Numerous. 

Considerable apprehension regarding 
the winter wheat crop is creeping in. 
Damage reports were numerous and 
came from widely scattered sections, 
shaking the blind confidence of an-un- 
usually large yield that recently pre- 
vaited. There has been no appreciable 
snow and the plant is but little pro- 
tected in case of cold weather. « Very 
low temperatures prevailed in the far 
Northwest,. and there were occasional 
fears that these conditions would spread 
southward, 

The weather in the growing wheat re- 
gions was mostly seasonable, although 
temperatures several times ranged 
dangerously low. Expectations still are 
for a good harvest, as the crop as yet 
has encountered no really serious gen- 
eral setback, but the complaints, which 
were mainly of freezing, where no pro- 
tection existed, had an unsettling ef- 


fect in the pit and caused the crop; 


situation to be more a matter of specu- 
lative uncertainty. 
Receipts Continue Large. 

The movement was heavy. Farmers 
and the country element in general 
showed a tendency to sell freely, the 
well-supported prices on the cash article 
doubtless being responsible for the lib- 
eral offerings. Despite the enormous in- 
flow both at the winter wheat primaries 
and at the markets of the Northwest, 
however, there was no material increase 
in stocks. 

The consumptive demand was good; 
The large business in flour continued, 
the big mills of the Northwest report- 
ing a liberal output and a well-main- 
(ained demand. Most of the indury was 
domestic, but distributers again sent ad- 
vices of big sales. America shared in 
the heayy out movement of wheat from 
producing countries, which swelled the 
total world’s -shipments to over 13,000,000 
bushels. 

Stocks Strongly Held. 

A few concentrated and powerful in- 
terests control the stocks in the local 
market and similar conditions exist at 
most other points, especially Chicago. 
The tight attitude of these interests ac- 
counted for the pronounced strength of 
cash wheat, despite the small amount of 
activity and the only nominal genera! 
demand. 

Toward the last of the week No. 2 red 
wheat sold at $1.27% to $1.29%; No. 3 red 
at $1.224@1.27%; No. 4 red at $1.0 to 
$1.9; No.3 hard at $1.114%@1.16; No. 3

Motor Car Industry 


Only in Its Beginning # 


started in the United States 
that had so much opposition 
in the beginning as that of building 
motor cars. In the early days finan- 
clere lacked faith in the future 


Pvstarted no industry ever 


of the automobile and would not put 
their money into the industry, and 
so it struggled upward like a self- 
made man, fighting its battles warily 
and yet aggressively. As the indus- 
try grew the hostility of the banker 
kept pace, but the development and 
demand for the motor car could not 
be stopped. 

While it was stil! a struggling 
industry a foresighied manufacturer 
said that it would ta!ec a panic to 
really develop it, and this statement 
has since proved almost prophetic. 

The financial depression of 1907 
measured the stability, strength, and 
soundness of our country and every 
branch of trade, and it will be re- 
membered that probably no other 
line held its own, while the auto- 
mobile business continued to grow 
in spite of the would-be discourage- 
ment on all sides. 


Results have proved that there 
was little reason for the depression 
beyond the lack of confidence and 
belief that the general demand was 
not staple, and the remarkable part 
of it all lay in the fact that the 
most discredited industry at that 
time, the automobile, was the great- 
est help in averting a panic and re- 
storing such confidence as was scarce- 
ly hoped for. The fact that the 
automobile business would not be 
kept down caused the thoughtful to 
pause and consider. 

Why the remarkable record? 

Saving of time and lessening of 
distance are two important factors 
in our modern civilization. The mo- 
tor car is the great agency which 
bas met these requirements in a 
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practical way, and to a degree never 
dreamed of, and it possesses a third 
and important virtue of being able 
to do this at a very marked saving 
in cost. It is the going motor car 
which has forced recognition. and. it 





is today quite ds indispenesable as 
the telephone, telegraph, or railway 
train. 

It is safe to predict that we have 
not more than scratched the surface 
of the possible demand for the mo- 
tor propelled vehicle. The motor car 
was first looked upon as the rich 
man’s and the sportsman’s toy— 
later, 
classed as a luxury, but today we 
are forced to admit that it is the 
practical conveyance of the future. 
It would be quite as reasonable to 
expect the trans-continental traveler 
to return to the prairie schooner as 
for the motor car user to return to 
the horsedrawn vehicle, In fact, the 
step from the horsedrawn vehicle to 
the motor car is quite as advanced 
as turning to the use of the railway 
cars, except that the use of the mo- 
tor car is brought home to us in a 
more general and telling way. 

W? have seen an industry spring 
up in a night, as it were, and move 
from nothing to a position of prob- 
ably fifth in importance among tue 
great industries of this country and 
in a brief period of less than 10 
years. We are only beginning to 
realize the scope of thia modern 
agency of progress, and it is im- 
possible to measure its ultimate in- 
fluence and usefulness.

Glidden Trophy 
to Be Chief 
Endurance Prize 


It has been definitely decided by the 
contest board of the American Auto- 
mobile Association to retain 48 the 
chief prize of its national endurance 
run, the trophy offered by Charles J. 
Glidden of Boston. Some time ago 
the American Automobile Association 
officials announced that the trophy 
would be returned to its donor, and 
that only certificates would be award- 
ed to competing cars this summer. 
Opposition to this plan arose imme- 
diately and became s0 strong that 
the contest board has decided to call 
the run the ‘National Tour for the 
Glidden Trophy.” Provision will be 
made for awarding “Glidden cert:n- 
cates” to cars that finish within a 
small percentage of perfect, the ex- 
act limit of such percentage to be de- 
termined later. The tour will be heid 
in June, probably from the 15th to 
30th. 

The route for the tour has been 

much discussed, but has not been 
finally settled. It is reasonably cer- 
tain, however, that it will be through 
the ‘South west. One proposed route 
calls for a trip of about 2300 miles 
.from Cincinnati to Memphis, via 
Louisville and Nashville, thence to 
Dallas, via Little Rock and Texar- 
kana, Oklahoma, and to Chicago via 
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How the Motor Truck 
Saves in Transportation 


ANUFACTURERS are slow to 
accept the motor truck in its 
proper sphere of usefulness. 

It is essentially a labor saving device. 
How many consider it so? They are 
always ready and eager to invest in 
any type of machine or method of 
business that will reduce the labor 
cost on a given operation. There are 
not many, however, who are investing 
in motor trucks for this reason. Hun- 
dreds of motor vehicles are being pur- 
chased to enable their prospective 
owners to anche: the time of their de- 


liveries in certain districts; by others 
in order that they may extend their 
trade over a larger territory; still 
others wish to make themselves inde- 
pendent of express and transportation 
companies, or to advertise their busi- 
ness. How many invest with the dis- 
tinct purpose of reducing their direct 
labor costs? And yet it is along this 
line that results are obtained—results 
that return the increased investment 
in a comparatively short time and 
justify the adoption of motor vehicles 
to the exclusion of the horse, the only 


condition under which the maximum 
results are obtainable. 

Before purchasing motor vehicles 
the manufaucturer should study the 
conditions of his business as they af- 
fect the movement of his product 
from point to point and finally to the 
consumer. He should determine the 
labor cost of moving his goods by the 
present methods. If he goes carefully 
into this subject, even though he ay 
never have given it serious consider- 


-ation before, he is sure/to discover 


that there are limitations ously af- 
fecting the efficiency of the labor em- 
ployed. One should first remove thesa 
restrictions and lay out a schedule 
for his trucks that will keep each one 
meving, loaded, a maximum portion 
of the working day. If necessary, let 
him reorganize his met*ods of load- 
ing, unloading, receipts, collections, or 
whatever it is that hinders his drivers 
in their work; lay aside any consid- 
eration of his present method or 
equipment and plan a schedule of 
work for his transportation depart- 
meut that will bring out the maxi- 
mum efficiency of each driver. 


Manufacturers will very soon real- 
ize. that they must of necessity em- 
ploy motor vehicles, and it becomes 
a question of the size and motive 
power for their different classes of 
work. If one does not feel competent 
to decide these questions, let him sub- 
mit his schedule to a motor vehicle 
expert and let him advise. After 
these are settled choose the makers 
of machines that meet requirements 
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upon actual results.

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MONG the faults that have hin- 
dered the progress of the au- 

_ tomobile of today has been the 
inaccessibility of its parts. It has 
been contended by the best engineers 
that the first thing to be considered 


~ in designing a car truck was to so at- 


tach the different vital parts to one 
another that within a few minutes 


any part could be taken away with- 


out disturbing any other part. and 
that until this was done, without 
‘sacrificing strength or adding 
weicht, the design was not correct. 
For example, suppose in the past 
a bearing in the transmission went 
wreng from sortie -ause, probably not 
altogether the fault of the car. This 
bearing in itself might be very ex- 
pensive, but after the car had been 
taken all to pieces, the bearing fixed 
and the car put together again, the 
repair bill presented to the owner of 
the truck, to say nothing of the time 
Ioet, made him skeptical] of the econ- 
omy of motor wagons over horses. 
If this bearing could have been 
gotten at quickly and fixed, it would 
have been another story. Another 
thing which tended to give the mo- 
tor truck a “black eye” was that en- 
gine bearings, and, in fact, bearings 
all over the car, were too small to 
withstand the hard wear, tremendous 
strains and shocks to which they 
were subjected, and the result was 


‘ short life. 


When a merchant pays several 
thousand dollars for a piece of ma- 
chinery that he expects will reduce 
the cost of transporting his goods, he 
is not inclined to enthuse much over 
this piece of machinery if it has 
joined the “down-and-outs” within 
six months or a year. Had the bear- 
ings been eenerous and designed for 
long life the merchant would have a 
different story to tell. — 

In the past, engineers made the 
gears strong enough—with a reasona- 
ble factor of safety—to transmit the 
power developed by the engine, but 
unforseen strains came up and 
knocked into ‘a “cocked hat” the 
theory that gears need only be strong 
enough to transmit the engine’s 
power. Now the tendency is to re 
‘duce the horse-power of the engine 
and multiniy the strenath of tne 

re. This year transmission, dif- 
ferential and driving gears are big. 
husky and of the right material. 

Axles, steering apparatus, frames 

radiaters, in fact, -all parts 
fin the past have been generally de 
ficient, but the 1910 models of all 
the relialis makers are machines 
thet no merchant need hesitate to in- 
vest his money in. They show that 
the engineers and operators have 
been getting their heads together 
and today have produced a practical 
motor vehicle that is thoroughly re- 
liable, long-lived and economical. 
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Torpedo Bodies and 
Zoy Tonneaus Popular 


HIS year the torpedo body is the 
newest feature of the automo- 
bile Notwithstanding its odd 

appearance, the torpedo body pre- 
sents something new in the way of 
comfort in keeping out the cold and 
lowering the wind resistance. 

‘The custon: now is to.allow about 
26 inches of space between the driv- 
er’s seat and the dash, a gain of from 
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two to six inches over last year. 
Sheet aluminum and cast aluminum 
are used in many of the high-priced 
bodies, but the pressed sheet steel 
hody appears to be coming. Body 
construction, as a rule, is wel] done, 
the automobile with its fast move- 
ments requiring a stiffer and stronger 
body than the horse-drawn carriage.

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used even on some ot the very low- 
priced cars, and the uphofstering, es- 
pecially the cars having tufted sides 
and seats, is admirable, The tufted 
upholstery is more popular than last 
year, the smooth, plain upholstery 
such as was used in the baby ton- 
neau of last year, not making so 
greatly for comfort on rough roads 
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and long runs. 

Notwithstanding the vogue of the 
torpedo body the toy tonneaus are 
as popular as the roadsters were a 
few years ago, and one of the fea- 
tures of the show is that the uncom- 
fortable rumble seat has lost its pop- 
ularity. It was never intended to 
carry a guest. The rumble was bor- 
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rowed from the horse-drawn = car- 
riages and was only there intended 
to carry a servant, 

The close coupled body is also very 
popular. There is no settled line 
of body nomenclature. Nearly all of 
the open cars shown have tops, and 
even wind shields are now made as 
a reguiar part of the outfit. Many 
of the makers include lamps, horns 
and gas tanks as part of their regu- 
lar equipment without extra charge. 
Many of the high-priced cars are fit- 
ted with shock absorbers. 


It seems as if all the makers, now 
that the chassis has reached the f- 
nality of mechanica] efficiency, have 
turned their attention to giving the 
bodies a superb simplicity and com- 
fort that has never before been at- 
tempted. It must always be borne 
in mind that the automobile differs 
from the horse-drawn vehicle because 
it carries its load of passengers faster 
through the air and on longer trips 
than was ever before deemed possi- 
ble. Therefore, consideration for ease 
and comfort must always be kept in 
view. If the torpedo body is only a 
fad it will leave behind it, even if it 
disappears, some worthy ideas for in- 
creased comfort, and it is safe to say 
that some moditication of the torpedo 
body will always survive and be 
a prevailing type.

On the Flanders 20 the bore is 3%. 
the stroke 3%; water-cooled motor. 
BE-M-F vacuum feed lubrication, dual 
ignition consisting of Splitdorf mag- 
neto and a set of dry-cell batteries for 
emergencies; floa feed carburetor, re- 
versed cone type clutch. Wheel base 
is 100 inches, tires 32x3. There are 
three body types of the Flanders 20 
—runabout, “suburban” and “racy 
roadster.” Runabout seats two, “sub- 
urban” four, “rack roadster” two. 
More complete . specifications and 
technical description of both cars can 
be had from the Colonial or direct 
from the E-M-F factories at Detroit.

Centering on a Single Car 

“All the energy of the manufactur- 
ing plant centered on one model,” is 
a policy which the makers of the Dor- 
ris, one of the clever looking ma- 
chines exhibited at the Armory. 
claim has had much to do. with the 
success of their 1910 car. The most 
important change in this year’s Dor- 
ris is in the transmission, which has 
been mounted on Timken roller bear- 
ings. Aside from this the hood, ra- 
diator and fenders have been made 
to conform to prevailing styles and 
tne wheel base lengthened two inches. 
The 44%4x5 inch motor is retained— 
this: being its fifth year, Mr. Dorris 
insisting that the advantages of the 
long stroke are too great to be dis- 
pensed with or altered. Specifically. 
the advantages of these proportions 
are found in the greater leverage and 
hill climbing capacity with a mini- 
mum of wear and tear. . The valve-in- 
head construction is also continued 
for the fifth year, and is announced 
by the Dorris people as the “final 
type”—conceded, when properly built. 
to give ten to fifteen per cent more 
power than any other valve arrange 
ment.” The entire mechanism of the 
Doris has been lightened by the free 
use of aluminum and nickel steel. 
and the adoption of pressed steel and 
drop forged parts and improved de- 
sign. Four bodies are built on: the 
same chassis for the Dorris, a limou- 
bine, a touring car, a roadster and a 
close coupled car, the latter designed 
for touring and carrying four passen- 
gers, being so built that the passen- 
gers in both front and rear sit be- 
tween axles. The touring car is very 
roomy with comfortable accommoda- 
tions for five passengers. The limou- 
sine, a magnificently built car—but 
not clumsy—is elegantly finished and 
trimmed. The roadster is a beauty. 
furnished with either single or 
double rumble seats, or without either 
and an extra large gasoline tank in- 
stead. The tires of the roadster are 
36x4, those of the others 34x4 with 
a choice of Goodrich, Diamond or 
Firestone. The wheel base ig 110 
inches. The Dorris is made by the 
Dorris Motor Car Co,, St. Louis.

K-R-I-T. That’s the name of 
another. new car which will be 
seen in the St. Louis show, ex- 
hibited by the Cook Motor Ve- 
hicle Co. of St. Louis. It is a 
22%-horsepower 4-cylinder machine 
at a very low price. Complete it 
weighs only 1200 pounds. The 
K-R-I-T engine is ball-bearing 
throughout; the car has 32-inch 
wheels; 96 inch wheel base; 56-inch 
tread; 32x3 inch tires. It is equipped 
with a Bosch magneto; motor and 
transmission are supported at three 
points; transmission is of the sliding 
gear type, two speeds forward and 
one reverse, operated by one lever. 
run on ball-bearings; multiple disc 
clutch, released by a slight pressure 
on the foot pedal. The Cook Motor 
Co.’s exhibit is to be located in Room 
J at the Armory, where it is expected 
that the K-R-I-T will attract a great 
deal of attention. The car is new to 
this section and agencies are only 
now being placed by the Cook people 
in half a dozen States of the South 
and Southwest. In style and finish 
the little car is a beauty and its light 
weight and easy running qualities are 
heralded as a boon in the matter of 
up-keep.

“Pioneer Car of America.” 
“The pioneer car of America”—the 
Haynes—will be exhibited by the 
Haynes Automobile Co. of St. Louis. 
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America nine years ago, about 
the time the bicycle craze died 

out, and the public was hungry for 
/ @ change, and a new form of speed 
excitement. 

Abroad the racing of .motor cars 
took the form of road contests, and 
the sport had been going on four 
or five years there. Americans who 
had taken part in the road racing 
on the other side were anxious to 
gee the thing in their own country. 

After awhile track meets were ar- 
ranged at Buffalo, Cincinnati, De- 
- troit and other cities, where the speed 
attained was nothing compared with 
that of today, but pleased the spec- 
tators then, 

The value of road racing as a pub- 
licity pr .oter soon became apparent 
to the dealers, and they pushed the 
racing idea along. 

“Such men as Henry Fournier, Alex- 
ander Winton and his famous “Bul- 
let,” and Herbert Lytle got into the 
game, and amateurs like William K. 
Vanderbilt, Jr., and Foxhall Keene 
got the craze and started society 
folk and sportsmen talking. 

Not long after that Barney Old- 
field began his track stunts, also 
Harry Harkless and Edgar Apperson, 
who could reel off miles on running 
and trotting tracks in about 1:12. 
Right there « great and mighty ex- 
pensive form of sport began. 

More and more drivers kept crop- 
ping up; Joe Tracy, Al Poole, Maur- 
ice Bernin, Charles Basle appearing 
in 1904, winning races at. Empire 
City track and elsewhere. Steam- 
cars began to make fast time -on 
tracks, notably old “Whistling Billy,” 
that noisy car which Webb Jay drove, 
and later made a steam record for 
mile tracks of 0:48 3-5, a remark- 
able record which has never been 
beaten by any sort of car. Freaks 
in those days were quite numerous, 
and most track events were confined 
to short distances—the 24-hour va- 
riety not having come into vogue, 
for very good reasons. Track work 
paved the way for road racing. 

It was in 1903 that W. J. Morgan 
“discovered” the famous Ormond- 
Daytona beach course, undoubtedly 
the greatest straightaway course for 
racing in the world. Thither went a 
number of fast cars and set up new 
world’s records for the mile, 10-mile, 
and kilometer distances. The next 
winter saw Ormond as a mecca for 
motor enthusiasts. New world’s rec- 
ords from one to 50 miles were 
smashed; the most notable performer 
being William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., in 
his 90-horse power Mercedes, who 
broke the one, five, 10 and inter- 
mediate marks from 20 to 50 miles. 
The young amateur. was credited with 
a mile in 39 seconds and 10 miles in 
6:50. 

The 1905 Ormond season saw all 
these marks clipped by Arthur Mac- 
Donald, Edward Russell, Thomas H. 
W. Fletcher, Paul Sartori and Louis 
Ross. Tne best of all the meets, 
however, was probably that of 1906,

‘when the “two-mile-a-minute race” 


was the feature of the program. This 
speed was thought impossible, but 
Demogeot, in a 200-horse power Dar- 
racq racer, did it and better, cover- 
ing two miles in 58 4-5 seconds. Fred 
Marriott, in the famous Stanley 
steamer, “Bug,” a torpedo-shaped af- 
fair, made the fastest straightaway 
mile ever covered by any type of car, 
the mark being 0:28 1-5. Lancia, 
Vaughan, Chevrolet, and Clifford- 
Earp also made new marks. The fol- 
lowing year no records were broken; 
in 1908 Cedrino in the Fiat, Bernin 
in a Renault, and one or two other 
drivers made new marks, while this 
year George Robertson and Bruce- 
Brown, in the 120-horse power Benz, 
and Ralph de Palma in the Fiat 
“Cyclone, ‘were the chief. performers, 
making a few new short-distance 
records. The last three years, how- 
ever, the Ormond-Daytona carnival 
has peteréd out, interest not running 
nearly as high as in previous sea- 
sons. 

In the early part of .1904 the Van- 
derbilt Cup race had its inception. 
William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., offered 
a trophy to be contested for annually 
under the auspices of the A. A. A., 
for a distance of 250 or 300 miles on 
a road course, and in the years i904 
and 1905, on American soil. After 
that it might be held in the country 
whose team won the trophy... The 
cup was to be fought for by teams 
of cars representing clubs affiliated 
with the A. A. A. or the Automobile 
Club of France, not by individual en- 
trants. Subsequently the deed of gift 
and conditions of the contest were 
changed considerably. 

The premier event took place on 
Oct. 8, 1904, on a Long Island course, 
with a field of 16 starters, represent- 
ing the four teams of the United 
States, France Germany and Italy. 
It was won by George Heath, an 
American amateur, driving a 90-horse 
power Panhard as a member of the 
French team. He covered 284 miles 
at a rate of §2 miles an hour, while 
Tart in a Panhard skirted a lap at 
a rate of 71 miles an hour—sensa- 
tional indeed. 


America showed third at the finish 
with Herbert Lytle in a Pope-Toled». 
The initial contest was a success jin 
every way and undoubtedly acted ‘as 
a stimulus for manufacturers to im- 
prove the manufacture of cars on this 
side of the Atlantic—much more than 
track racing. The race was spectac- 
ular and the public went wild over it. 

When the second Vanderbilt was 
run the next autumn, an elimination 
race was necessary in order to select 
an American team, Bert Dingley’ be- 
ing the winner of the trial, and when 
the final was reeled off, five cars 
each represented America, France 
‘and Italy, while Germany had but 
four. A second triumph was scored 
for France by Hemery in a Darracg, 
when he drove in a winner at an 
average speed of 61144 miles’an hour, 
materially better than the, time of 
Heath the year before, In ‘this con- 
test Heath was second and Tracy 
in the Locomobile third. 

This was the day that Lancia, the 
daring Fiat driver, piloted one of the

To Fiance went the: third triumph 
in the Vanderbilt rare, On Oct. 10, 
1906, an American team of five ‘cars 
(picked after an elimination trial, with 
Tracy won), one of the best if not 
the best of the cupraces, took place. 
The exciting finish, ‘with its battle 
between Lancia in the Fiat and Wag- 
ner in a Darracq, will never be for- 
gotten by people who witnessed it. 
These two drivers, together with 
Duray and Jenatzy, had been going 
with but a few seconds’ difference 
in their elapsed time for some laps. 

the tenth and last Wagner took 
he lead, only to meet with tire trou- 
bles a couple of minnites later. There 
was a frenzy. of excitement: the 
crowds tore down the wire fences 
and swarmed over ‘the course, and it 


seemed as if they could not help be-. 


ing mowed down by the fast ma- 
chines. Down the stretch came Lan- 
cia, snorting across the tape, the 
first to finish the distance. Wagner, 
however, was gning again, and he 
had started several minutes behind 
Lancia. Everymwme wondered if he 
would cross the tape before too late. 
He did—in a whirlwind finish, too! 
Wagner’s speed was about 63 miles 
an hour for the 297 miles. Joe Tracy 
in the American Locomobile scored 
the fastest lap of the event. 


Nineteen humdred and seven saw 
no Vanderbilt race, the fourth taking 
place on Oct. 24,1908. It was notable 
in that Robertsen in the Locomobile 
won the cup for america for the first 
time 
these, shores. It was the first cup 
contest held on the Long ‘Island 
Motor Parkway, and Robertson’s duel 
with Lytle at the Wheel of the Isota 
at the finish was the feature of the 
race. Robertson’s average speed was 
64:3 miles an hour, the fastest ever 
made in a cup race. . 


This year’s Vanderbilt, in the form 
of a sweepstakes event for light and 
heavy cars, with the latter contesting 
for the Vanderbilt trophy and the 
lighter machines for other cups. Like 
the 1908 race cars competed as in- 
dividuals and not as teams. It is 
true that this last race, which was 
won by Harry F. Grant in an Alco, 
was not the exciting race of old, 
and a mistake in timing the winner, 
when Parker’s Fiat was thought. to 
be leading, marred the event some- 
what.

As for other road races in recent 
years Briarcliff, Lowell, Philadelphia, 
and Western stock chassis events 
were notable, while the greatest of 
these was the memorable Grand Prize 
race at Savannah, Ga., on Thanks- 
giving day last year. Never was such 
a closely contested race of a fiela of 
fine cars and great drivers ever seen. 
Louis Wagner, winner of the 1906 
Vanderbilt, won the gold Grand Prize 
of the A. C. A., driving a Fiat to 
a splendid victory, barely beating out 
Hemery in a Benz. It was one of 
the historic races of motordom, and 
it is to be hoped that .this great 
international contest will be repeated 
now that the Vanderbilt is‘no longer 
international. 

The Briarcliff race held in April, 
1908, an killed this year owing to 
the failure of the manufacturers to 
agree upon a piston displacement 
fortaula, was won in fiery style by 
Louis Strang in an Isotta, the late 
Cedrino’s Ftat and Guy Vaughan’s 
Stearns being second and third, re- 
spectively. Aside from being an ex- 
citing contest, it was about the hard- 
est ever imposed upon drivers and 
cars, for the course was the most 
dangerous of any race ever held in 
America. 

well, Mass., saw two good races 
this fall and last, the more recent 
being the National Stock Chassis 
competition, which was a rattling 
good contest, George Robertson in a 
Simplex winning a signal victory. 
A few weeks later the same car and 
driver won the Philadelphia road 
racé in Fairmount Park. Robertson 
is a favorite in Philadelphia, for in 
a Docomobile he won the race of the 
previous year. 

A great road performance this year 
was made by Louis Chevrolet in a 
Buick-.in a light car class, when he 
set up a new American road record 
of 69.9 miles an hour in the River- 
head (L. J.) Stock Car Derby, the 
big class of which was won by 
Ralph De Palma in a Fiat. It is 
true, however,-that the remarkable 
smoothness and long, straightaway 
stretches of this course make faster 
time possible than any .other course 
that has been tried in the East. On 
the Pacific Coast there are two or 
three fine courses and a couple of 
good races have been run over them 
this year, notably the Oakland-Po- 
tola road race of last October, in 
which Jack Fleming in a Pope-Hart- 
ford made a good showing as winner. 

As for the more recent track and 
motordrome contests, Indianapolis 
and Atlanta have been the chief at- 
tractions, while Brighton Beach and 
other horse tracks have been the 
scene of a series of 24-hour and short 
distance contests. . The Indianapolis 
opening was marred by a number of 
fatalities, which led the promoters 
to have the course covered with red 
brick in order to make it safer for 
future races.

This rubber has a tougher fibre, 
greater wear-resisting properties, and 
is far more resilient than any other. 
The supply of this rubber has been 
facreasing very slightly, only about 
10 per cent a year; on the other 
hand, the demand for.it has been 
rapidly multiplying, and will con- 
tinue to increase, owing to the out- 
put of 135,000 new cars for 1910 and 
the demand from 200,000 cars now 
in tse. 

The tire manufacturer is confront- 
ed with the fact that the price. of 
the crude gum has advanced from 
67 cents a pound, two years ago, to 
$2 a pound at the present time, and 
there is scarcely enough to supply 
the demand at the present price. 
When washed and dried, this gum 
is worth per ounce just one-third 
the market price of silver. 


At this time there seems to be no 
remedy for the scarcity, nor is there 
likely to be until harvesting is con- 
ducted on a much gréater scale and 
the young growth of late-bearing 
plantation trees attain a size that 
will permit of their .being tapped 
with profit. There is practically no 
limit to the number of wild rubber 
trees which produce this, thé est of 
all rubber gum, but the transporta- 
tion facilities in the countries where 
the trees grow are hopelessly inade- 
quate and the rubber-gathering syn- 
dicates are handicapped in making 
their shipments up and down the 
river by frequent low water. 


The advance in prices hag been con- 
tributed to by market manipulation 
in the Para market. The Brazilian 
Government has loaned money on 
rubber up to 96 per cent of its value. 
thus enabling the syndicates to hold 
their goods off the mar*et and force 
an’advance in price. The Brazilian 
Government levies 30 per cent export 
duty, but has occasionally remitted 
part of this duty in an effort to aid 
market manipulation.

‘refinements of automobile construc-

- bearings for easy running. Indeed, 
‘regarding the latter statement, !. will 

goon be as difficult to sell an auto- 
mobile that is not provided with ball 

bearings as it would be to attempt 
to sell a bicycle that is not fitted with 
ball bearings, and for the very same 
reason, too, because both require the 
conservation of energy, whether that 
energy be manual or mechanical. 
“Regarding the use of the magneto I 

have this to say, that on a trip I 

made recently through the Western 

automobile manufacturing district a 

great designer said to me: * 

makers of magnetos are certainly 

two years ahead of the designers of 
automobile motors, and it behooves 
the latter to catch up with them.’ 

This is a strong statement, but a true 

one, and I might here add the state- 

‘ment of Frederic Helmle of Unter- 

berg & Helmle, makers of the U. H. 


magneto, who is now in this country. 
‘that the perfecticn of the magneto 
and its production in large quantities 
will cause a reduction in price, 80 
that instead of fitting motor cars 
with one magneto and batteries as 
an auxiliary two magnetos will be 
fitted to every car, one for running 
service and the other as an extra. 
and so fitted as to be thrown into use 
any desired time. ‘This idea of 
mine,’ further said Mr. Helmle, is 
not a new one, not wholly original 
with me, for in the great Prince 
Henry tour, Germany’s annual na- 
tional motoring event, wherein our 
magneto won signal success, 109 cars 
started, and every one of them had 
two magnetos, which indicates the 
road racing drivers idea of the value 
of two maznetos on a long, fast. 
hard tour like the Prince Henry.’ 

“The year 1910 will be noted as 8 
magneto year in the motor car cal- 
endar. Not but what magnetos have 
been largely used heretofore, but be- 
cause the magne*o will come into its 
own next year, and by this I mean 
the undisputed possession of the ig- 
nition field. 

“Next Year magnetos will be fur- 
nished as the integral part of a com- 
plete car, and not offered as an ex- 

‘tra, or an option at an additional 
price, which sometimes means, in the 
hands of dealers, an increase of 


a 


price way beyond the original cost 
of the magneto. All this unit pro- 
duction is possible now, because the 
magneto has reached a state of al- 
most absolute mechanical perfection. 
and because it can be produced in 
large quantities at a lewW-<ost. 

“Abroad nearly all the popular and 
well known makes of motor cars are 
sold with the magneto as the sole 
source of ignition, up to at least 30 
horse power, and hence it is expected 
tnat we will not much longer con- 
tinue, excepting in big motors, which 
are hard to start, the idea of having 
a double set of ignition, which means 
two complete sets of plugs, wiring. 
etc., or the dual system of ignition. 
which really means a set and one 
half. 

“Ball bearings, like everything else. 
are not really new, for in 1794 an 
iron founder named Vaughn of Car- 
marthen, England, took out the first 
English patent on ball bearings, and 
which construction clearly fore- 
shadowed in principle the ball bear- 
ings that are used today. In 1853 an 
American produced a ball bearing. 
which he proposed to use in railway 
cars, but the first great use of bal! 
bearings came in with the high wheel 
bicycle in 1867. Michaux, a famous 
French maker, won a road race on 
one of. these ‘bone shakers’ from 
Paris to Rouen, and this ‘bone shak- 
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Fa nth ene users of bal] bear- 
ings on their bicycles were Humbe 
of England and a man named Bown. 
also of Ball bearings, as 
used on bicycles, were fearfully ex- 
pensive. The old-time cycler will 
recollect that Col. Pope charged $10 
extra for a set of ball-bearing pedals. 
and a better ball-bearing pedal can 
be bought today at retail for $1. 

“The present-day type of ball bear- 
ings. may be divided into three 
classes, of which the first is the ad- 
justable cone three-point bearing. 
such as is used on bicycles, and a 
few automobiles. This bearing has 
stood the test excellently under small 
loads, and in modbrate service, and 
is used. today in millions of bicycles. 
Under larger loads it has been found 
inadequate, and the earlier construc- 
tion with more than two rows of 
balls did not always work out well in 
practice. It has one other added ob- 
jection. and that is the difficulty -of 
adjustment. The thread of course 
gives the cone a spiral thrust, and 
then it is always difficult to lock the 
cone in place,.so that the bearing will 
not either work loose or run tight. 

“Now, a ball in a bearing can_only 
roll freely when it has two opposite 
points of contact. Every third or 
fourth point of-contact involves mote 
or less of a rubbing. sliding or grind- 
ing movement cf the ball, which 
shortens the life of the bearing, and 
must operate to the detriment of the 
contact surfaces, especially under 
heavy loads. 

“The second class of bearings com- 
prises all those sustaining end 
thrusts, and is also possivie for a 
thrust bearing to act at the same 
time as a radial bearing, but then it 
must be cf the four-point type. 

“As a third class of bearings comes 
the popular F. S. annular two-point 
bearing. It is intended for all 
classes of radial loads. This type of 
bearing also has in recent years been 
improved through many patents, and 
it may be called the most modern 
and perfect of all ball bearings. It 
consists of only four members, name- 
ly, the two races, the balls, and the 
separator, and when these four are 
assembled the bearing is perféctly 


self-contained.” =

The Federal paniotviiies bill has 
been introduced in Congress by Con- 
gresstnan W. W. Cocks and a hearing 
will be asked for during the conven- 
tion.

Under it a new bureau 
will be created in the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, to be known as 
the. Motor; Vehicle Bureau. The bill 
provides for an automobile commis- 
sioner to have charge of the bureau 
at a salary of $5000 a year, a secre 
tary at a salary of $2000 a year, anda 
clerical force.

when a Lozier car, driven by Mulfora 
and Patschke, rolled up 1196 mies, 
and chipped the former mark made 
by George Robertson in a Simplex at 
the same track, by 19 miles. It was 
upon this occasion that I succeeded 
in setting up a new 12-hour record ‘of 
624 miles, the previous mark held by 
the Renault being 613 miles. 

A new 100-mile record for mile 
tracks was made at Dallas, Tex., on 
Oct. 29, when Burman won 11 events 
and beat his own world’s record in 
101 minutes 25 seconds, and if #n: 
one believes that it is child’s play 
to keep a car riding rings for a cen- 
tury at a mile-a-minute speed on an 
ordinary horse track he should try 
some nice day to equal Burman’s 
Buick mark. This was made with a

The fifth Vanderbilt Cup race went 
down ‘into history as a victory for 
Harry F. Grant in a six-cylinder 
Alco, with E. H. Parker in a Fiat in 
second place. While I had the mis- 
fortune of meeting with an accident 
in this event, I had some satisfac- 
tion in making the fastest lap of the 
contest, skirting the 42.64-mile cir- 
cuit in 9:27, a record for the course.

When the Atlanta Motordrome was 
opened Nov. 9 to 13, with five days 
of racing on the two-mile oval, all of 
the Indianapolis marks, with the ex- 
ception of Burman’s records between 
200 and 250 miles, were badly beaten.

In the meantime the managers are not the only 
ones who have suffered.

It had always been Rostand’s intention that 
the elder Coquelin should have the “title role”’— 
should be the rooster—in “Chanticleer” In fact, 
Coquelin died with some of the lines in his hand. 
He had secured his costume and prevailed upon 
the author for enough of his part that he might 
begin rehearsal, His death spoiled everything, ac- 
cording to Rostand, and that part had to be 
cast again for another actor, 

Just recently a Paris paper published what it 
claims is a synopsis of the play as it wil) finally 
be presented, and, while the authenticity of the 
publication has been denied, that, in connection 
with the p»inting of Mme. Simone in her costume

During the laborious progress of the fish up 
the scale in the ages that have intervened the 
fin became more complex. Its inner edges be- 
came stronger, and the spines close to it began 
to develop individual movement with added 
strength. This was because the mudfish used 
this part of his fin more than the other. Be 
coming atrophied because it was not used the 
outer edge of the fin gradually disappeared. The 
coming man had then reached the lizard stage, 
and his fins probably consisted of flipper-like ap- 
pendages supported by five bones.

“And the time comes in every life, often when 
it is too late, even in a measure, to retrace the 
false steps taken or in a small degree to, undo 
the wrongs of the past, or to make imperfect 
reparation for the evil done.

4¥TELOPE FAMILY WELL REPRESENTED 

There are likewise five antelopes. The elands 
are the biegest of ‘these and in fact the largest 
antelopes that the world knows. Some of them 
are six feet six in height at the withers. They 
are as big as cows and there is a movement on 
foot to domesticate them and raise them indus- 
trially for the profit from their meat and for 
their service as(drawers of loads. They are the 
tamest of all antelopes and lend themselves 
readily to this sort of a scheme 

There are two hartebeestes which also belong 
to the antelope family, although they differ 
greatly from the elands. The hartebeestes are 
awkward and uncouth creatures, narrow-headed, 
unintelligent. They are rare in captivity, 

This pair is thought, to be the only ones of 
their kind in America, and the records show 
none in European Zoos. 

There is a single waterbuck in the collection. 
also not known to exist in America in captivity 
or otherwise, but the possibility of starting a 
race of this creature was prevented by the deoth 
of its mate in course of transportation. There 
is a single Thomson's gazelle in the aggrega- 
tion, the most delicate, the frailest and the pret- 
tiest of all the animals of the dark continent. 
Grant’s gazelles are not so rare and have been 
seen in circuses in America but this species bas 
hitherto proven too delicate for transplantinz. 

The present specimen acquired the name of 
Alphonse in the course of the recent journey 
despite the fact that it is of the female per 
suasion. It also received a broken leg before 
leaving Africa but hes recovered. The gazelle 
is of the antelope family despite its contrast to 
other members in sige and strength.

There is a zebra which is 
of no particular significance, a Bateleur eagle, 
noted for its coloring, a crested eagle of great 
size, an African hawk and one or two other mem- 
bars of the feathered world. 

This is no mean amount of baggage for one 
man to undertake to convey single-handed half 
way around the world. Yet the task was accom- 
plished and all the accompanying difficnities suc- 
cessfully met. The trip from the McMillan ranch 
to Nairobi, 25 miles away, was made by South 
African trolley-——as ox team travel is styled—and 
eonsumed two days. It might have been made 
quicker by mule team, and the McMillan ranch 
boasts an excellent one, but when lions roar 
mules are prone to scamper away across the 
plains and this might have proven disastrous to 
the menagerie. There were 18 oxen in the team 
nsed and no danger of inability to. move the load. 

In Naircbi Mr. Baker met Col. Roosevelt and 
several members of his party who had come in 
for a touch of civilization and were staying at the 
McMillan town house. The former President re- 
ported that he was having the time of his life. 
was brown as a berry, as hard as iron. somewhat 
frayed as to hunting suit and considerably re 
duced as to weight. Kermit was still full of the 
same brand of Roosevelt enthusiasm and seemed 
to be standing life admirably. He has acquired 
the title of being the best marksman of the party.
